BORIS YELTSIN tape club LP1 the awakening time of my life 


There aren’t many bands like Someone Still 
Loves You Boris Yeltsin. To start with, having a 
six-word name is a rarity in the music industry. 
It could also be rather daunting to contend 
with all the millions of people with short term 
memories. Backed by three full-length releases 
and 10 years in the industry, this prolific bunch 
really was bound to release a record like Tape 
Club. 

Tape Club is a compilation that chronicles 
the entire evolution of Someone Still Loves 
You Boris Yeltsin. With over a hundred tracks 
in their back catalog, they narrowed it down 
to 26 of the best non-album material. It kicks 
off with songs that are essentially lo-fi and in 
the truest sense are probably raw, bedroom 
recordings. “Bigger Than Yr Yard”, for 
example, sounds like the kind of song a kid in 
your dorm would play to adequately express 
infatuation. Towards the latter parts, songs feel 
more polished like the Chris Walla-produced 
“Let It Sway”. 

Other noteworthy tracks: Bigger Than Yr 
Yard, Coming Through, Same Speed 


Joss Stone was first known for “Fell In Love 
With A Boy,” her sassy, bluesy remake of a 
rock hit by an American garage band called 
The White Stripes. Her debut album, The Soul 
Sessions launched in 2003 and brought the 
young Brit to instant fame throughout the 
globe. Eight years later, she’s come a long way 
with her fifth studio album, LP1. 

Like the finest wine, Joss Stone gets better 
and better with age. This release shows 
Stone in a different light, moving in many 
directions away from her previous albums. 
Co-produced by David A. Stewart from the 
Eurythmics, LP1 is a welcome mixture of soul 
and alternative. “Karma” mixes funk, soul 
and R&B with powerful vocals and is among 
the most memorable tracks on this record. The 
vocals are rich with texture and more soulful 
than ever, giving listeners the ability to feel 
raw emotion as she belts them out. Musical 
arrangements are simpler but the results are 
truly electrifying. 

Other noteworthy tracks: Newborn, 
Somehow, Drive All Night 


The Awakening is James Morrison’s third 
studio album backed for the first time by Island 
Records. Known for his husky vocals and 
soulful arrangements, the balladeer does not 
disappoint with this release. His catchy single is 
on the poppy side and is entitled, “I Won’t Let 
You Go” which clearly speaks volumes about 
standing by the ones you love. 

What mostly influenced Morrison’s approach 
to The Awakening was his deep rooted love 
for classic soul. His appreciation for the likes 
of Marvin Gaye and Stevie Wonder, among 
many others, mixed with a contemporary flair 
is precisely how he wanted this new album 
to shape up. “Right By Your Side” takes a 
simpler approach and reveals a stripped down 
Morrison. With the arrangements at a bare 
minimum, his vocals shine right through and 
are soothing as ever allowing us to see him a 
little bit more clearly. 


Other noteworthy tracks: In My Dreams, 
Up (feat. Jessie J), Right By Your Side 


If you need a reminder as to who these guys 
actually are, here’s a clue, “Here Without You”. 
Remember that song from back in 2003? That’s 
pretty much their most memorable track. From 
2005 to now, 3 Doors Down has taken the long 
way downhill and people are starting to wonder 
when these guys would just stop making music. 
There are only two words to describe their 
fifth and latest release, Time Of Your Life-. 
bland and predictable. Right on first listen, the 
opening track conveniently entitled “Time of 
My Life” is mediocre with overdubbed vocals 
that sound completely like the rest of the tracks 
on the album. 

The single “When You’re Young”—a 
song somehow reminiscent of “Here Without 
You”—is a power ballad that sounds like any 
other slow song the band has made before. 
Lyrically, it has nothing to show for which is 
just a shame.

MUST-READ BOOK 


Against All Enemies is a spy novel that centers on the world of former Navy Seal turned CIA Paramilitary Operations Officer, 
Maxwell Moore. The main plot revolves around him pursuing Islamic terrorists through Pakistan as he in turn, discovers their 
dangerous link to the Mexican drug cartel. 

With his team, Moore attempts to bring down competing Mexican cartels by playing them up against each other to expose 
the corrupt Federales. Unexpectedly though, he discovers that the al Qaeda takes advantage of the cartel war close to the border 
with Taliban fighters managing to infiltrate America. Their sole purpose is to “bring Jihad back to the United States.” 

Quite close to reality, this kind of fast paced thriller is what Clancy’s always been known for. Follow Moore in this first 
adventure as he tries to overcome his personal demons and uncover the mysteries wrapped in these ongoing intelligence wars.

SECRET OF THE UNICORN 

This should be a treat for fans of the well-love Belgian graphic novel series. The 
Adventure of Tintin: The Secret of the Unicom promises to be one of the most visually 
stunning movies ever made thanks to the motion capture 3D technology used for the 
film. It also promises to be an epic adventure thanks to the people at the helm of the 
project: It’s produced by Peter Jackson, directed by Steven Spielberg and written by 
Steven Moffat who is best known for his writing in British television titles, Sherlock and 
Doctor Who. Tintin is played by Billy Elliot star, Jamie Bell and features Daniel Craig and 
comedian Simon Pegg.

CAN MANNY PACQUIAO SAVE BOXING? CAN HE SAVE HIS 
HOME COUNTRY? HERE'S HOW HE'S TRYING TO DO BOTH

T he sun bangs down like lightning on 
General Santos City. Here on the island 
of Mindanao in the Philippines, where 
the noonday heat hits 103 degrees, 
young men on motor scooters zip 
between rusted-out Fords and VWs, 
honking at graffiti-covered, fume-farting 
buses called jeepneys. A street vendor 
sells squid balls. A chicken eats a KFC 
wrapper. In GenSan City, men lucky 
enough to have jobs earn $3 a day 
while bare-chested boys beg tourists 
for pennies. “Penny penny!” A dollar 
sends them dancing away like shirtless 
millionaires. 

Twenty years ago Manny Pacquiao was one of 
those boys. That was before he ever heard of Las 
Vegas, before he went to America to make $30 
million in an hour, before Pacquiao (say “Pac- 
yow”) became one of the top athletes on earth, 
right up there with LeBron, Tiger and A-Rod. 

Today, Emmanuel Dapidran Pacquiao gets 
mobbed when he walks the sun-scorched streets 
of his homeland. Politely mobbed, which is 
to say surrounded by hundreds, sometimes 
thousands of his fellow Filipinos, who wouldn’t 
dream of bumping or jostling their hero. 

Instead they make a path for him, reaching out 
to shake his hand or touch his sleeve. It’s like 
Muhammad Ali in Zaire in 1974, when crowds 
chanted “Ali bomaye”—“Ali, kill him”—except 
that the 6’3” Ali towered over the mob, while the 
5’7”, 145-pound Pacquiao, smallish even for a 
Filipino, blends in. All you see is a space in the 
middle of the crowd, like the eye of a typhoon, 
where they give him room. Watch: the sun 
pulling heat-mirage shimmers off the boiling 
blacktop, the little boxer moving Jesus-like 
through the multitude. Nobody chants or yells at 
him. The soundtrack is bouncy Philippine pop 
from car radios and open-air markets. Finally 
the champion reaches his destination: Starbucks. 
The place is far too small to hold the crowd, 
which politely disperses. A boy in a threadbare 
T-shirt runs to a friend, holding up one hand. 

He touched Pacquiao! The second boy reaches to 
touch his hand, to feel the magic. 

Inside, Pacquiao removes his wraparound 
shades. The crowds don’t bother him. “I like 
them,” he tells me. “I am a man of the people.” 
And he likes this town, reeking of bus fumes and 
spit-roasted chicken, better than Vegas or New 


York. “This is where I learned to be brave and fight hard,” 
he says. 

Brave and hard enough to win a record ten world titles 
in eight weight classes. So dominant that he is arguably 
the most talented and most important boxer since Ali. His 
next fight is a November 12 welterweight title bout with 
Mexico’s Juan Manuel Marquez—a possible tune-up for 
a Pacquiao-Floyd Mayweather showdown in 2012. 

Pacquiao’s long-awaited fight with his only worthy 
rival, the unbeaten Mayweather, could make boxing the 
world’s top sports story for the first time since Mike Tyson 
was busting heads and chewing ears. It would be the 
biggest fight since the Ali-Frazier “Thrilla in Manila” 
in 1975—if it ever happens. Which it may not, due to 
money, venue, drug testing and a dozen other reasons, all 
of which really boil down to one reason: Mayweather is 
afraid he might lose. 

Mayweather worries that Pacquiao will ruin his perfect 
41-0 record, if not his 
ribs and jaw. Why else 
would Floyd “Money” 

Mayweather turn down the 
biggest payday in sports 
history? 

“I’m the best ever, and 
I fight only the best,” 

Mayweather told me. He 
was getting a facial at the 
time, talking big while a 
Vegas beautician thumbed 
his zits. He scooted 
sideways to make room 
for his fanny pack, which 
held $34,000 in $100 bills. 

(He also has a $50,000 
diamond-encmsted 
platinum iPod.) The cash 
was Money Mayweather’s idea of pocket change—in case 
he saw a watch or gold chain he liked or felt like betting 
$10,000 on two or three NFL games. “Pacquiao’s a 
southpaw, unorthodox,” he went on. “He can punch, but 
I’m more precise. I’ll fight Pacquiao and I’ll beat him.” 

That was two years ago, and Mayweather has been 
ducking his Manny-fist destiny ever since. Maybe he’s 
afraid he’ll lay an egg. 

• 

LIFE WAS ALWAYS UPHILL FOR MANNY 
PACQUIAO. In 1990 he was a grade-school dropout 
begging in GenSan City and sleeping in a cardboard box. 
One night he brought home a stray dog. A couple of days 
later, no dog. His father had eaten it. Manny lived on 
table scraps and had his share of street scraps with bigger 


boys—the scrawny left-hander was never afraid to defend 
himself—but unlike many American fighters, he was 
never a thug. Manny Pacquiao never robbed or mugged 
anybody. A devout Catholic, he holed up in churches, 
praying for guidance. He wanted a mission in life. 

“I wanted to do good things.” 

The boy worked construction and fought “amateur” 
bouts for the occasional pocketful of pesos. In 1995 
he turned pro. On the day of his debut the 16-year-old 
Pacquiao stood 4’ 11” and weighed 98 pounds. To get up 
to the 105-pound minimum in boxing’s lowest weight 
class, the light-flyweight division, he hid seven pounds of 
steel ball bearings in his pants at the weigh-in. Of course 
he won the fight. The teen Pacquiao fought in wild 
flurries. A two-fisted dervish demolishing his foes, he saw 
himself as a new incarnation of his movie idol Bruce Lee. 
Except he was really one-fisted: Despite a 33-2 record in 
his first six years as a pro, his idea of a combination was 


left, left, left, left, right, left, left. Lucky for him, he found 
his way through a flea-bitten L.A. neighborhood to the 
Wild Card Boxing Club in 2001. 

“He was raw. Great talent, great heart, but unfinished,” 
says trainer Freddie Roach, who runs Wild Card, a 
steamy Hollywood gym where the roof leaks, the toilet’s 
backed up and a banner reads THE BEATINGS WILL 
CONTINUE UNTIL MORALE IMPROVES. Roach, 51, is 
one of the sport’s top characters. Recalling a street fight 
in which he bit clean through a man’s eyeball, he calls 
it “kinda nasty.” Once, when the 5’5” Roach questioned 
Mayweather’s hand wrapping before a bout, Mayweather’s 
pal 50 Cent threatened to squash him. Roach shot 
back, “What the fuck do you know about boxing?” After 
training Tyson, Oscar De La Hoya, current heavyweight

king Wladimir Klitschko and 22 other world champions, 
he has no tolerance for attitude or hype, so it isn’t hype 
when he says he saw boxing’s future the day Pacquiao 
showed up. When they donned the mitts and traded a 
volley of practice blows, Roach thought, This guy can 
fucking punch. And what speed! Pacquiao, who’d never 
met a man who could wield the mitts fast enough to 
catch his punches, told his crew in Tagalog, “This guy’s 
my new trainer.” 

After a draw with Mexico’s Juan Manuel Marquez, 
Pacquiao lost the super-featherweight title to another 
Mexican, Erik Morales, in 2005. By then, however, 

Roach’s coaching was turning the left, left, left dervish 
into a balanced boxer whose footwork in the pocket—the 
sweet spot within an arm’s length of your foe, where you 
can hurt him with either hand—created new angles for 
Pacquiao’s punches that whistled audibly through the air. 
(Friends call his crazy-quick footwork “the Riverdance.”) 
He avenged the 2005 loss by knocking Morales out twice 
during a stretch of victories over Mexican fighters that 
earned Pacman a new nickname: the Mexicutioner. Since 
the first Morales fight he is 14—0 with seven knockouts, 
including a left hook that dropped the U.K.’s Ricky 
“Hitman” Hatton like a sack of sand in 2009. Hatton 
went to the hospital in an ambulance; Pacquiao went out 
to karaoke. 

He has won championship belts in weight classes 
ranging from flyweight (108 to 112 pounds) to super 
welterweight (147 tol54). Nobody else in boxing history 
has approached his versatility, but then few men in any 
sort of history can match the sheer ambition of Manny 
Pacquiao, who launched a second career in 2007. That 
was the year the grade-school dropout, still seeking a 


higher purpose, ran for a seat in the Philippine Congress. 

ROACH WANTED HIM TO FIGHT IN THE 
RING, NOT THROW HIS HAT IN IT. Now he calls 
Congress his real job,” says his trainer, who jokes that 
politics is the champ’s new girlfriend. 

Pacquiao’s 2007 campaign drew crowds of thousands, 
who reached to touch him and chanted another of his 
nicknames, Pambansang Kamao—National Fist. Still, 
he lost to the incumbent, an entrenched politician who is 
said to have bought the election for the going rate: a bag 
of rice or 100 Philippine pesos (about $2) per vote. 

Last year the champ ran again. At one rally he treated 
his followers to dinner: 20,000 hamburgers. At another 
he fed the multitude chicken, rice and his -personal-label 
Pacman Water. “I am smarter now,” he said. “Ready to 
win.” Smart enough to count on Luis “Chavit” Singson 


as a political advisor. Singson, 70, is no buttoned-down 
American-style politico. The globe-trotting one-time 
governor of Ilocos Sur province and a national security 
advisor to former president Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo 
sports ostrich-skin boots, a leather jacket and aviator 
shades as he boards his $8.5 million private jet, his jet- 
black Elvis pompadour barely budging in the wind. Like 


many Philippine power brokers, Singson has been linked 
to bribery, beatings and vice rackets, with whispers of 
worse. His Manila mansion is guarded not by a watchdog 
but by a tiger that he feeds by hand. Singson’s watch-tiger 
scarfs more steak in a day than many Filipinos eat in a 
year. Still, the governor casts himself as Pacquiao’s kindly 
mentor, a right-hand man for the people’s champ. “I 
pressed him not to go into politics,” Singson says during 
takeoff from Manila’s Ninoy Aquino International Airport. 
“ ‘Wait till you retire from boxing,’ I said. But Manny 
could not wait. He is the people’s hero.” 

“What does he need to learn about politics?” I ask. 

“The ropes! I mean, he spends his own money on 
constituents. I say, ‘Manny, there are agencies for that.’ 
But no, he follows his heart. One guy he gives money, 
another a car. Another poor guy, Manny took pity and 
bought him a house!” 


With help from Singson and a war chest of nearly $7 
million, Pacquiao won last year’s election in a landslide. 
Voting was relatively peaceful, nothing like the previous 
election day, when a partisan gunfight left 57 voters dead. 
On the day welterweight champion Pacquiao became 
Congressman Pacquiao, the first active pro athlete ever to 
win a national election, shootings and bombings killed

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no more than half a dozen Filipinos. 

The two-fisted congressman went straight to work. 

He supported a bill to keep young girls from being 
bought and sold as sex slaves. He secured $ 4.55 million 
for a hospital in his home province. And in a bit of 
horse-trading any politician might admire, he stumped 
for Nevada senator Harry Reid, a former Golden Gloves 
boxer, during Reid’s 2010 reelection battle with a Tea 
Party Republican. Reid may owe his post as Senate 
majority leader to Pacquiao, whose support gave Reid 
a crucial edge with minority voters. In return, Reid is 
helping push the U.S. Congress to pass a trade bill that 
could create more than 100,000 jobs for fabric workers in 
the Philippines. 

Why take time out of training to wage political battles? 
To Pacquiao, the answer is obvious. “I care about my 
people,” he says. 

It’s such a cliche, delivered in the halting English-as- 
a-second-language that makes him the master of bland 
quotes. Pacquiao still thinks in Tagalog, a Philippine 
language perhaps better suited to the typhoons of 
emotion and, yes, spirituality of his homeland. He sees 
me roll my eyes as I write the line down, I care bla bla, 
and he looks pissed. He leans so close that I can see

He says it again. “I care.”

IN FEBRUARY HE RODE AMTRAK FROM NEW 
YORK TO WASHINGTON, D.C. HIS HANDLERS 
HYPED THE TRIP AS A POLITICAL PILGRIMAGE: 
MR. PACQUIAO GOES TO WASHINGTON. The idea 
was to promote his May 7 bout against Shane Mosley, but 
the champ was more interested in scoring political points 
in the power capital of the world. With his 24-7 camera 
crew in tow, three guys with boom mikes shadowing his 
every move, the champion led his entourage through the 
lobby of the U.S. Capitol, up marble stairs to the second 
floor and past busts of all-American crooks Richard 
Nixon and Spiro Agnew. Soon he was posing for pictures 
with Reid, the 71-year-old majority leader. They squared 
off like fighters, fists clenched, both knowing Pacquiao 
could knock Reid’s block off the planet with a flick of 
his fist. They traded gifts: folded flags of the Philippines 
and the U.S. Then Reid shook hands with Pacquiao’s 
wife, Jinkee, a petite, curvy shopping champion wearing 
four-inch heels, a tight skirt and a diamond ring the size 
of a tooth. Next came the main event: Mr. Pacquiao meets 


Mr. President. 

As Pacquiao led his crew to the White House, 
motorists leaned out of their windows to see the little 
guy and his camera crew. Bang—a four-car fender 
bender. Pacquiao, being Pacquiao, made sure the 
drivers were okay before he went on to meet Barack 
Obama. 

He was nervous. Reaching up to clasp hands with the 


6’1” Obama, Pacquiao thought, He’s so tall! He began 
burbling about NBA hoops. “Mr. President, I heard you 
like basketball. My team is Boston Celtics,” said Pacquiao, 
who’d climbed onto a stool for publicity photos with 
Kevin Garnett, Paul Pierce and Ray Allen. 

“I like the Celtics too,” Obama said, handing over three 
shopping bags full of presidential M&Ms and a wristwatch 
emblazoned with the Presidential Seal. 
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“I hope you come see me fight Mosley in Las Vegas,” 
Pacquiao said. “Can’t do it,” Obama said, “but I’ll watch 
it on TV.” 

So would more than 1.3 million others. Despite 
going up against a Lady Gaga HBO special, Pacquiao 
vs. Mosley would be one of the top pay-per-view fights 
of all time. (One holdout was Mayweather, who tweeted 
his 1.2 million followers, “Everyone watch Lady Gaga 
tonight.”) Pacquiao’s latest tilt at the MGM Grand had 
Vegas buzzing with boxing fans, gamblers and celebs, 
including the newest member of the champ’s entourage, 
Paris Hilton. “Pacquiao kicked his A$$,” she tweeted 
after his $22 million victory over Miguel Cotto. The 
stakes were higher tonight, with the champion getting 
at least $30 million. “The fighting congressman,” ring 
announcer Jimmy Lennon Jr. said, introducing “the pride 
of the Philippines, Mannn-ny ‘Pacman’ Pac.. .qui.... 
owwww!” After LL Cool J lip-synched “Mama Said Knock 
You Out” and Jamie Foxx sang a very Vegas “America 
the Beautiful,” air-punching “amber waves” and 
“fruited plain” like Tom Jones, the boxers tapped gloves 
in a customary show of prefight sportsmanship. The 


backing up, covering up, trying not to get knocked out. 

A leg cramp slowed Pacquiao in the fourth, but Mosley 
made no move to punch him. Instead he tapped gloves 
again. Now the crowd was booing. 

“Quitter!” somebody shouted. “You puss!” Which 
Paris might tweet “pu$$,” since Mosley would collect $5 
million for his so-called effort. The JumboTron over the 
ring showed a giant Jinkee pressing her million-carat 
diamond to a plump upper lip, but boxing’s first lady had 
nothing to worry about. Her man, powered by eight weeks 
of nonstop training, was in command. Mosley reportedly 
wanted to quit during the 10th round. He said he had 
a blister on the bottom of his foot, presumably near the 
puddle that remained of his courage. 

After the most one-sided decision in recent boxing 
history, the champ shrugged. “What am I going to 
do if my opponent doesn’t want to fight? It’s not my 
fault.” Then he, Jinkee and their Filipino crew went 
out to celebrate. Paris Hilton tweeted, “Pac-Man is an 
incredible fighter! Wow.. .Manny & his wife Jinkee. 

Love them:)” The neon city pounded with music, dance 
steps, laser light and Jager shots while the bout’s few 


from the other guy’s camp. And what Mayweather has 
heard from Camp Pacquiao can only worry him, because 
the more you find out about the short stick of dynamite 
from GenSan City, the more superhuman he seems.

He might have done worse but held back because he had 
the fight won. 

“Finish him off!” Roach yelled between rounds. 
Pacquiao shook his head. “No,” he said. “Boxing isn’t 
killing each other. I beat him up enough.”

champion’s gloves had been sprinkled with holy water. 
That morning, per Pacquiao tradition, he had rented a 
Vegas ballroom and hosted a Mass for himself, family and 
hundreds of fans. A priest blessed his gloves, his trunks, 
even the protective cup he wore under his trunks. 

Mosley’s gloves, unblessed, were black. Pacquiao wore 
canary-yellow gloves to symbolize, he said, “my hope to 
end poverty.” 

Ringside fans thought the other guy looked yellow. 
“Mosley, throw a punch!” one yelled. Instead the 
challenger reached out to tap gloves with Pacquiao 
at the bell and again at the start of the next round 
and whenever the referee broke up a clinch. Mosley 
backpedaled. In the third, Pacquiao decked the 
challenger with a canary-quick left. His power shocked 
Mosley. So did his speed. Nothing Mosley had seen on tape 
prepared him for this alien coming at him so fucking 
fast from six angles at once. He spent the next few rounds 


highlights ran over and over on a thousand monitors, 
ESPN pundits wondering why men like Shane Mosley 
and Floyd Mayweather kept avoiding Pacquiao inside the 
ring and out. After all, Mosley and Mayweather weren’t 
defenseless kittens. They’d collected a dozen world titles 
in eight weight classes. Both had held the unofficial 
title Pacquiao now owns: best pound-for-pound fighter 
alive. The unbeaten Mayweather might still be the best 
technical boxer of his time: best defense, best footwork, 
best counterpunch. Even after losing to Pacquiao and 


of 300,000 in the misted green Cordillera mountains 
northwest of Manila. Baguio is a thousand twisting alleys 
under buzzing power lines and laundry lines hung with 
colorful shirts and skirts. To get here from the capital, you 
bump along in a jeepney on cratered hillside roads for six 
and a half hours—or join Pacquiao for a 28-minute zip 
in the governor’s private jet. 

Pacquiao attends morning Mass, then jogs toward 
heaven to begin another 7,000-calorie training day. Every 
step of his 10-mile run is uphill, into the mountains.

admitting he was awed by 
Pacquiao’s power, Mosley 
said Mayweather might be 
“technically better.” 

So why would Money 
Mayweather spend two 
years ducking Pacquiao? 
Why not money up for the 
fight of the century? Maybe 
because boxers have spies. 
They have flunkies, gofers, 
managers, agents and 
subagents, trainers and 
ex-trainers, masseurs and 
masseuses and old sparring 
partners, all sending gossip 


Still he’s sprinting at the end. Roach hired an Olympic 
marathoner to pace him, but the boxer often outruns the 
runner. After roadwork he relaxes—his resting heart rate 
is a tortoise-like 42 beats per minute—then works out 
and spars. 

Team Pacquiao’s base in Baguio is the Cooyeesan Hotel 
Plaza, a multicolored hulk strewn with phone and TV 
wires. There’s a dark, drippy Blade Runner aspect to the 
place, a crumbling, once-palatial hotel that now serves 
largely as a dorm for Koreans who come here, of all 
places, to study English. You follow the dueling beats of 
Korean and Philippine music down long, dim halls rank 
with cooking smells to a gym, where the music gives way 
to the popcorn sounds of boxing gloves hitting punching 
bags. The champ’s workouts are local events, with stooped 
old men, schoolboys and schoolgirls clustered around the 
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ring. Pacquiao’s punches are a blur; the sound of a left 
smacking one of Roach’s practice mitts makes a little girl 
jump. Roach wears a chest protector as thick as a gym 
mat. Still he winces at a couple of his fighter’s body shots. 
One punch knocks a mitt off his hand. Roach watches the 
mitt fly out of the ring, then blinks and turns his focus 
back to Pacquiao—and his visual field fills up with the 
champ’s fist. Pacquiao pulls the punch just short of the 
trainer’s nose. Then he grins. “Ha!” 

His maniac workouts impress other champions. After 
Tyson watched one of Pacquiao’s sparring sessions, he 
told Roach, “Freddie, you should slow that guy down.” 
“Mike, that was slow for him,” said Roach. The trainer 


around until Pacman wakes. Roach waits as patiently as 
the rest of them, sitting in a folding chair at the corner 
of the ring. The trainer avoids most of the pomp and 
voodoo surrounding his fighter. He’s been around enough 
champions to know how polluted the air around them 
can get as the money, the fawning flunkies and the tangy, 
willing women lead them down the garden path to hell. 
Roach watched Tyson’s posse grow into a small army 
of groupies and goons. “It got to where I wouldn’t even 
go in Mike’s house. The guys around him... ” he says, 
shaking his head. “No thanks.” Tyson has mellowed since 
then—he hugs and kisses the homing pigeons he raises. 
(“They don’t have a mating season,” Tyson told Roach. 



has spiced up past sessions by offering sparring partners 
$100 for each time they hit Pacquiao hard, but Pacman is 
too quick, too strong, seemingly immune to fatigue. After 
sparring partner Shawn Porter caught him with a $100 
punch, Pacquiao instantly knocked Porter off his feet. 

Other boxers take 60-second breaks between sparring 
rounds, replicating the three-minutes-on, one-minute-off 
pace of a bout. Pacquiao often skips the breaks. He spars 
to the bell, takes a breath and resumes, often a dozen 
rounds or more at a stretch. In eight weeks of training 
he’ll spar more than 1,400 rounds. His workouts continue 
with sessions on the heavy bag and the speed bag and 10 
to 15 minutes of high-speed rope skipping followed by 
weight lifting, countless crunches and, in one legendary 
instance, a demanding abs-building routine: letting a 
friend smack him in the stomach with a bamboo stick. 

After one of six daily meals—chicken, rice, eggs, 
beans, beef broth and a protein shake—he’ll play 
full-court basketball for a couple of hours. Pacquiao 
calls himself a point guard but plays more like Ray Allen 
than Raj on Rondo—if Allen owned the team and shot 
like there was always 00:01 on the clock. His proudest 
moment was winning a game with a buzzer-beating 
three-pointer. Nobody had the heart to tell him that the 
other team let him shoot. An unwritten rule of Philippine 
hoops prohibits guarding the National Fist. 

Or disturbing his sleep. The night-owl champ likes 
to nap between workouts, sometimes for two or three 
hours. He slips into bed in an apartment upstairs from 
the gym, a bodyguard shuts the door and everyone tiptoes

“They’re like humans; they fuck all the time.”) Some say 
the new, nicer Iron Mike is chemically enhanced. “They 
finally got Mike’s meds right,” an insider says. But Roach 
thinks Tyson’s shrinking entourage was a factor, too. It’s 
hard to be human when everyone around you treats you 
like a god. 

Roach checks his watch. Shakes his head. Watching 
a bodyguard approach the champ’s door, he whispers, 
“Shhh!” He knows he’s a supporting actor in a farce, one 
of a hundred-plus people waiting for a grown man to 
wake up from his nap. 

So why not go wake him up? 

Roach laughs. “You go wake him up,” he says. Roach 
is a four-time trainer of the year with 25 world champions 
to his credit, but Pacquiao is his meal ticket. They 
began as mentor and student, “but it’s more like equals 
now. Pacquiao’s smart, dedicated. He’s made himself so 
much better—a more complete fighter.” He knows it 
sounds corny, but watching his fighter grow into a world 


champion and potential world leader has been “kinda 
inspiring.” Sure, Pacquiao enjoyed his wealth, fame and 
comfort, but at least he brought another purpose to the 
ring. 

“Aside from the bullshit around him, he’s centered,” 
Roach says. “The idea that he represents his people, that 
he’s on a mission.. .it’s not bullshit. That’s really him.” 

At last Pacquiao pads out of his nap room. He shakes 
my hand and sits perfectly still for another of our talks, 
listening closely, answering questions in his usual sincere, 
boring fashion. Then he thanks me for my time. I’m 
thinking, CHAMP MAKES MODERN SPORTS HISTORY— 
THANKS SPORTSWRITER.

About 3,500 calories later, his day ends. Manny and 
Jinkee head to bed a little after two A.M. To sleep. No 
sex—he and Roach have agreed there will be no sex for 
the next couple of weeks. Believing the old adage that 
sex saps strength, Pacquiao follows a strict no-Jinkee 
policy during training. “We’ve talked to doctors about 
it,” Roach says. “Sex lowers your testosterone, so you’re 
not as mean.” Most boxers abstain for a week or more 
before a bout. “I ask my guys for ten days,” Roach says. 

Of course Pacquiao beats the others even when it comes 
to abstinence. He stays chaste for 21 days before a bout, 
husbanding his energies for postfight festivities. And with 
that policy, Roach says, “when a fighter wins, the couple 
is usually very happy that night.” 

• 

UNBEATEN SINCE 2005, PACQUIAO PLANS TO 
FIGHT FIVE OR SIX MORE TIMES. That would 
leave seven or eight years between his retirement from 
the ring and the campaign of his life. “Manny is going 
to be president of the Philippines,” says his legendary 
promoter, Bob Arum. Arum, 79, promoted the Ali-Frazier 
“Thrilla in Manila” in 1975, three years before Pacquiao 
was born. He compares Pacquiao’s charisma to Ali’s. “He 
wants to help his people like Mandela, like Gandhi, and 
his popularity gives him a platform. We may be seeing the 
first stage of a world leader’s life.” 

Under Philippine law, presidents must be at least 40 
years old. They serve six-year terms. Pacquiao will be 37 
when the next presidential election comes in 2016, so he 
can’t run until 2022. By then his -children—Emmanuel 
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Jr., Michael, Princess and Queen Elizabeth—will be 
teenagers or older Jinkee’s hands may be pinned to her 
sides by ever-heavier diamonds. Pacquiao’s goatee will be 
going gray, his tats fading, his legacy.. .what? 

“I am a man of the people,” he tells me again. “I have 
to win all my fights, all the fights I have left, so I don’t 
disappoint them. Boxing, then politics.” 

He already has his face on a Philippine postage stamp. 
When he’s not voting on bills in Manila, starring in 
martial-arts movies, schmoozing with Playmates from 
the Philippine edition of PLAYBOY (“We’re all jealous 
of Jinkee,” one says), introducing products like his MP8 
cologne and healthy “Pacquiao Produce” veggies or 
training for his next bout, he hosts innumerable civic 
events, often jamming onstage with his MP Band. When 
he and Will Ferrell sang “Imagine” on Jimmy Kimmel 
Live (“You may say I’m a dreamer, but I’m not the only 
one... no need for greed or hunger, a brotherhood of 
man”), it was a joke to Ferrell, but Pacquiao meant it. 

In Baguio he hosted the first annual Congressman 
Manny Pacquiao Cup, a nationally televised basketball 
tournament in which Team Pacquiao and the MP 
Warriors were favored, mostly because he was playing for 
both teams. Opposing players whipped cell phones out of 
their uniform shorts to snap photos of Pacquiao. Lucky 
for him, Team Pacquiao and the MP Warriors were in 
opposite brackets. The tourney ended before he had to 
guard himself. 

He lives in a GenSan City mansion with a pool, target¬ 
shooting range, grand piano, peach-painted walls and 
floor-to-ceiling photos of the fighting congressman. No 
watch-tiger but plenty of help to dust the chandeliers. 

He sharpens his mind with chess, his reflexes with darts 
and hoops. On jaunts through coconut groves and 
tumbledown one-TV villages in his home district, he rides 
in a bulletproof Hummer or one of several gleaming 
black Escalades, also bulletproof. His vehicles have no 
license plates. For longer trips he crisscrosses the 7,107 
Philippine islands in Singson’s $ 8.5 million Dornier jet 
or a turboprop the governor uses as a backup. Tonight 
it’s the jet, knifing through fat cotton clouds to a mnway 
hanging off a mountaintop. 

“Manny is special, quick and strong like a tiger,” 
says Singson, who knows tigers. Hoping to breed a liger, 
Singson tried to mate his female watch-tiger with a lion. 
Unfortunately for the lion, the tigress resisted, and she 
outweighed him by about 100 pounds. “He tried and 
tried,” the governor says, “and then we found him dead.” 
An autopsy showed the lion had died of a heart attack. He 
was punching above his weight class. 

Cocks are tougher. They die of battle wounds. 
Cockfighting is legal and popular in the Philippines, 
where the sport is televised six nights a week. Gamecocks 
with razor blades strapped to their claws fight to the death 
in dirt-floored cockpits while breeders and fans call out 
bets on the outcome. 

A recent “Cock Derby” drew a crowd of 22,000. The 
cocks’ owners carried them into the loud, dusty arena in 
cardboard cages. They held them by the tails over a line 
in the dirt, shaking the birds to rev them up. Then, at a 
referee’s signal, they let go, and the birds exploded into 
fierce battle. Some of the hacked, bloodied losers that 
survived were killed by their owners. They would be soup 
that night. Of course some cocks, Mosley-like, won’t fight. 
Rather than flutter off with $5 million, those chickens get 
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their necks snapped. Even 
champion gamecocks tend 
to be crippled, blind, spent at 
the age of two or three. For a 
fighting cock, a 4-0 record 
is a great career. 

Pacquiao raises fighting 
cocks at a farm in his 
home province. A giant 
championship belt hangs 
over the gate at Pacman 
Farm, where muscled 
roosters with black and 
orange feathers spar— 
without the razors—under 
palms and mango trees. 
Manny likes to pad between 
the thatched huts in jeans, 
a polo shirt and his ever¬ 
present wraparound shades, 
inspecting the thousand-plus 
birds that bear his brand. 
Now and then he picks one 
up, gentle as a man lifting 
a newborn, and hugs it. 

He wants to feel the bird’s 
trip-hammer heart against 
his chest. 

The best human fighter 
alive is starting to feel his 
own mortality. He has been 
boxing professionally for 15

years. If not for his sense of duty as the hero of 94 million 
Filipinos, he might be ready to slow down. Duty and some 
unfinished business with Floyd Mayweather. 

They both know the heavyweight division is dead. 
Today’s MMA stars are more famous than the Klitschko 
brothers. Only one fight can make boxing matter again, 
but time is running out. Pacquiao is 32, Mayweather 
34. Pacquiao has already fought more pro rounds than 
Sugar Ray Leonard totaled in his career, and Mayweather 
isn’t far behind. Still Mayweather ducks and weaves. He 
swore he’d fight Pacquiao if he would pee in a bottle and 
give blood in unprecedented Olympic-style drug testing. 
When Pacquiao balked at that, Mayweather accused him 
of being a steroids cheat. When Pacquiao agreed to the 
testing and a group of backers from Singapore offered a 
record $65 million purse for the fight of the century, more 
than doubling the best payday of his career, Mayweather 
said he’d meet to discuss the bout—but only if he got 
$10 million for the meeting. 

In the end, the factors that make Pacquiao vs. 
Mayweather an irresistible match—their contrasting 
styles and personalities, their dominant records and 
the lack of worthy foes—mean less than nothing to 


Mayweather. A modern American solipsist, he thinks the 
universe revolves around him. While Manny Pacquiao 
builds hospitals, lobbies Congress and literally prays for 
his people, Money Mayweather complains that the judges 
conspired against him on Dancing With the Stars. 

“What can I do?” Pacquiao asks. “If it happens, 
it will be a great fight. Maybe the greatest. If it never 
happens....” 

Pacquiao sits on a couch outside his nap room in the 
Cooyeesan Hotel Plaza. His eyes are steady, dark and deep. 
When I ask if he’d like to pass a law to make Mayweather 
fight him, he looks puzzled. Irony’s not his thing. When 
I ask if Mayweather is chicken, Pacquiao draws a blank. 
Chicken meaning scared doesn’t translate. But it gets him 
musing about cockfighting. 

“I like the sport,” he says. “I like the roosters. It’s like 
boxing—the rooster has to be in shape. He has to train 
for the fight, and he has to have so much fight in his 
heart.” 

Pacquiao has fight in his heart. Does Mayweather 
have fight or feathers? The future of boxing, if it has one, 
hangs on the answer.

Certainly, the Internet as a medium has always 
been participatory as opposed to passive. At the 
advent of the Internet age, we met people and 
shared information and opinions in chat rooms 
and message boards. We lessened our long dis¬ 
tance and air mail costs by emailing our fami¬ 
lies and friends abroad. We attached photos to 
our Hotmail, organized ourselves via Yahoo! 
Groups, and chatted instantly via Yahoo! Mes¬ 
senger. And this was way before Facebook, TWit- 
ter and YouTube. It has always been an active 
instrument for communication. 

So what has changed in the past few years 
that social networking has been touted of as a 
key to such historical world events as the Arab 
Spring? 

If we really break it down, the evolution of 
Internet technology from dial-up DSL modems 
to high-speed broadband connections made it 
possible to upload and watch YouThbe videos, 
and even share photo albums and music online. 
While these structural innovations, including 
Wi-Fi, 3G and others, did not necessarily make 
what was initially available obsolete, they did 


push the limits of what was possible, eventually 
leading to what we now refer to as social media, 
a direct product of Web 2.0, which among all 
things, called for Internet content that is user¬ 
generated and collaborative. 

WE CAN BE HEROES 

Rewind to 2001. Friendster has not yet 
launched and cellphones were hot. Early that 
year, massive street protests in Manila lead to 
the ousting of then president Joseph ‘Erap’ Es¬ 
trada over voided documents that would have 
been evidential to proving the charges of cor¬ 
ruption lobbied against him. As the story goes, 
seven million text messages rallied people, 
specifically the youth sector - the biggest ben¬ 
eficiary of the burgeoning cellphone culture at 
the time. History was made with less than 140 
characters, including spaces. 

Much like SMS, TWitter, along with Facebook 
and YouThbe, is seen as a major factor in mobi¬ 
lizing the peoples of Egypt and Thnisia to rally 
against their oppressive governments. 


SOUND FAMILIAR? 

15 years before texting toppled Estrada, People 
Power brought down Ferdinand Marcos, ending 
a dictatorial regime that ran for more than two 
decades. While people then were just as motivated 
to take to the streets, it still took Jaime Cardinal 
Sin to call on the people in defense of defectors 
Juan Ponce Enrile and Fidel Ramos. All three 
personalities were hailed as heroes of that revo¬ 
lution. 

In contrast, only people responded to each 
other in 2001. There were no heroes - not 
Chavit Singson, not Gloria Arroyo, not even 
Hilario Davide. The difference is that we were 
already reaping the fruits of 1986 by then, in¬ 
cluding the freedom to assemble. It seems that 
what Arab countries now have is a combination 
of our 1986 and 2001 revolutions: An oppres¬ 
sive government and an emerging technology. 

NOTES ON A SCANDAL 
In an exchange with writer Malcolm Gladwell 
of The New Yorker, Internet savant Clay Shirky 
said that “The Internet allows insurgents toplay

incumbents,” later 
going so far as to declare 
that “Social media allow in¬ 
surgents to adopt new strategies”. 
There is the obvious: The Internet, 
specifically social media, being a par¬ 
ticipatory medium is breeding ground 
for such democratic ideals as the right 
to free speech. This was a hard lesson 
already learned by the Suharto regime 
of Indonesia more than a decade earlier 
in 1998 when the administration sought 
to harness the income-generating potential 
of the Internet. However, it also allowed for

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angry and disgruntled civilians to organize 
themselves through means only available then 
(emails, chat rooms, etc.). 

Then, the rebellion organized with the help of 
the Internet merely served to speed up Suharto’s 
removal following earlier pockets of resistance. 
In contrast, while some factions of Filipino so¬ 
ciety did not favor the Estrada administration, it 
took only one mistake in the trial and four days 
of a single massive protest to remove him from 
office. Clearly, Indonesia in 1998 has more in 
common with Egypt, TUnisia, and Libya of 
2011, except with one significant difference: 
Suharto’s downfall did not spark other rebel¬ 
lions in the region no more than Marcos’ and 
Estrada’s did. 

WHAT CHANGEDP 

From 1998 up until the heyday of Friendster, 
online networking was limited to one’s imme¬ 
diate contacts. Up until then, Internet content 
was more concerned about spreading “Viruses” 
than going “Viral”. It was unheard of to share, 
much less collaborate, with total strangers in 
open forums unless they were behind the veils 
of usernames and avatars. 

What Friendster did was lift the veil of ano¬ 
nymity and gave everyone a presence on the 
Web that was truly theirs, making the Internet 
experience more personal. So while anonym¬ 
ity would have been advisable where control 
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is so restrictive that getting caught speaking 
ill of the government could mean your life, 
anonymity made the reception less personal - 
which was among the keys that unlocked the 
Facebook revolution of the Arab world. 
REVOLUTION REVELATION 
If we break the revolution down, first, news 
of Mohamed Bouazizi’s self-immolation pro¬ 
testing the harsh treatments and debilitating 
conditions under Tunisian autocracy would 
reach random strangers who would view his 
sacrifice as heroic. In seconds, the Net would 
be bombarded with TWeets and Facebook sta¬ 
tus updates. In minutes, random strangers in 
various areas would call for actions to honor 
Bouazizi’s sacrifice. In an hour, thousands of 
people would throw their support towards these 
calls. By the end of the day, what seemed like 
random isolated acts of protests would evolve 
into a single massive action. 

Just like that, a revolution is bom. 


What Friendster and Multiply, and even tex¬ 
ting, could not do in their time was reach people 
in a scope comparable to a CNN coverage but 
hits citizens personally. After all, it is one thing 
to hear of or watch a protester getting dragged 
and beaten by riot police. It is quite another to 
read on your personal space of the cyberworld 
through constant Shares and Retweets that that 
same protester happens to be connected to your 
network via common contacts. 

Without the veil of anonymity, the conflict 
becomes more personal - it has a face, a name, 
a personality, a reputation. He is Tlinisia’s 
Bouazizi or London’s Mark Duggan. They were 
good people. They had people in their network 
who were also in yours. 

Suddenly, the conflict is more real - you find 
yourself vulnerable, yet at the same embold¬ 
ened because Facebook fan pages and TWitter 
hashtags tell you that someone from the neigh¬ 
boring town or even the neighboring country 
expresses their support for you and your cause 
- something that neither Friendster nor texting 
would have told you. Feeling empowered, you 
take to the streets. 

JUST LIKE THAT, A REVOLUTION IS 
JOINED. 

While experts like Shirky agree that it would be 
a fallacy to believe that social media has caused 
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these 
widespread upris¬ 
ings, it would be equally ill-advised 
to ignore its contribution. True, social 
media did not spark the revolution. Indi¬ 
viduals like Bouazizi did (quite literally in 
fact). Online interactions merely fanned 
the flames. 

WHATNOWP 

Of course, these are all radical conse¬ 
quences of the use of social media. In an 
already democratized state like the Phil¬ 
ippines, considered both the Texting and 
Social Networking Capital of the world, 
what role does this linchpin of Web 2.0 
have left to play?

If we look at the rebellions of EDSA 2001, Indonesia 1998, 
and the Arab World 2011, and to some extent the London and 
Vancouver riots, what they really had in common was the gen¬ 
eral make-up of the participants: Educated, middle-class youth, 
professionals, and intellectuals - the very same demographics of 
the First Quarter Storm, as well as the Berlin Wall and the Tianan¬ 
men Square protests. 

DOES THIS INDICATE THAT SOCIAL MEDIA IS A TOOL 
ONLY AT THE DISPOSAL OF A SELECT FEWP 

Just look at the numbers. By the first half of 2011, only 29% of 
the more than 100 million Filipinos in the country have access 
to the Internet. That’s a pretty low penetration rate - even if we 
consider that a whopping 95% of those have Facebook accounts. 
Similarly, only 24.5% of Egypt’s and 33-9% of Tunisia’s popula¬ 
tions found themselves online. 

Just look at Typhoon Ondoy in 2009. It was not the worst natural 
disaster to visit the country, but it was certainly the worst to ravage 
Metro Manila in recently history. BBC news found it remarkable 
that Facebook and TWitter were widely used to send news and call 
for help from various points around the city - in real time! People 
used mobile Internet on their phones to update everyone on their 
network of their status, letting them know if they were okay or if 
they needed help. It would be next to impossible to expect such 
mobilization in other parts of the country. 

Another indication that social media may not be accurately 
representative of the pulse of the majority lies in how 2010 presi¬ 
dential elections played out. Candidates extended their presence 
online to reach out to their supporters and engage cyberspace. On 
the Facebook front, NoyNoy Aquino’s campaign fan page drew 
about two million fans, followed by Manny Villar, Gibo Teodoro, 
Dick Gordon, and then a reelection-seeking Estrada with just a 




stunning second place in the polls behind president-elect Aquino. 
Where were all these loyalists who, back in Labor Day 2001, 
were readily egged by staunch allies of Estrada to swell into an 
unruly mob in what was then termed as EDSA 3? Simply put: 
While every body counts come election time, very seldom do min¬ 
ute basic services reach every voter. So much so that to a stag¬ 
gering 71% of the population, computers, technology, and the 
Internet are all just lofty ambitions. 

Imagine the possibilities if the numbers were reversed. If 71% 
of our population that had access to the Internet (never mind 
everything else), could social media have been the means for 
the learned to reach out and educate the masses? Could we have 
elected less populist candidates like Estrada? Could we have had 
a different kind of revolution? 

After all, social media was seen as the battleground for a couple 
of issues this past year alone. First, the Pilipinas Kay Ganda cam¬ 
paign put forth by the Department of Tourism drew major flack 
from the online community before the big networks picked up 
the story and uncovered the plagiarism that went behind making 
the logo. Beyond the negative backlash, the online community 
went so far as to help the government with suggestions for the 
tourism campaign. 

Then, there’s the controversial Reproductive Health Bill. 

Echoing Shirky’s pronouncements, civilian supporters of the bill 
have taken to the Web to challenge the opposing stand of the 
Catholic Church (an immensely influential presence in politics 
and society since EDSA 1986). In fact, majority of blog posts and 
other social media content mentioning the bill are from those 
in support of it. Representatives of the Church have only recently 
taken their fight online 

We have yet to know what contribution the Internet and social 
media would make in the future of the RH Bill, but it has been 
a most useful tool in propagating information on both sides of 
the debate. Online reactions to Ondoy and the Pilipinas Kay 
Ganda campaign are prime examples of the roles that social 


media play in an already democratic state, despite 
being represented by only a sliver of society. In an 
ideal world where majority of our people have access 
to the Internet, social media has the potential to link 
people together towards a common cause - barring 
differences in dialect, culture, and whether English 
is “the language of the learned” as James Soriano 
puts it. 

Sure, the next revolution is not likely going to 
unfold online, but a societal change where we chal¬ 
lenge the status quo without taking to the streets and 
disrupting our daily lives seems possible.

POSSIBLE ATTACKS, AND A KORANIC PRESCRIPTION TO SPARE WOMEN. 


T he International Freedom of Expression Exchange Network 
(IFEX), an organization that challenges violations to the 
right of free expression, has announced recently that 
they will launch the first ever International Day to End 
Impunity the 23rd of November, the anniversary of the 
single deadliest attack on journalists in recent history. In 
the international law of human rights, impunity refers to 
the failure to bring perpetrators of human rights violations 
to justice. 

The province of Maguindanao made 
headlines back in the 2007 Senatorial elections 
as it was implicated in a poll fraud case. Even as 
the case hasn’t found resolution, the province 
again found itself on the tongues of everyone in 
2009, the IFEX included. This time, though, in 
a more gruesome light. 

UNDERSTANDING 
LOCAL POLITICS 

After the Martial Law era, a time when freedom 
was not absolute to everyone, the “Freedom 
Constitution” of 1986 was drafted to give back 
what was taken away from the people for the 
last couple of decades. Among the measures 
the constitution made was the prohibition 
of political dynasties. Yet, local politics has 
remained under the rule of prominent families 
of a town or region. Wives, children, and other 


relatives occupy local posts, and at times, interchange posts when 
they have served their allowable terms in office. This allows 
political clans to rise in their respective areas. They later gain 
such influence in their area that they are able to pretty much do 
what they please. 

Despite everyone’s knowledge of the existence of these political 
clans though, they continue to exist. It may be because people 
fear these clans, who wield so much power, or it may be out of 
respect or gratitude to them who have helped the area become 


progressive. There is also that probability that they are supported 
by political figures, since the cloud of influence that these clans 
have may help them toward their goal of achieving a post in the 
national government. Gaining the favor of a powerful political 
clan usually helps the cause of those vying for posts in the 
national government. 

The most publicized support of a political clan would probably 
be the controversial Maguindanao votes in the 2004 presidential 
elections, and again in the 2007 senatorial elections. The province 
of Maguindanao is mostly ruled by the Ampatuans, 
a clan whose allegiance to then-president Gloria 
Macapagal-Arroyo is well known. Both elections favored 
GMA and her allies decisively, which helped her win as 
president in 2004, and helped Juan Miguel Zubiri win 
the last senatorial seat in 2007. (Zubiri resigned from 
his post in August 2011, if only to prove that he knew 
nothing of the said fraud.) 

Local elections are plagued with officials throwing 
out empty promises, people accepting bribes in 
exchange for voting a candidate, and violence between 
political rivals. It comes as no surprise then that Esmael 
Mangudadatu points to the Ampatuans as being behind 
the massacre that took the life of his wife, some relatives, 
supporters, as well as journalists on November 23, 
2009. The victims were supposed to file the certificate 
of candidacy of Mangudadatu when they were abducted 
and later killed.

REMEMBERING NOVEMBER 2009 

With the 2010 National Elections coming up, aspiring 
candidates needed to file their Certificates of Candidacy(COC) to 
make official their intent on claiming a position in government. 
Then the vice mayor of Buluan, Mangudadatu has expressed his 
intent on challenging the Ampatuan clan for the gubernatorial 
seat of Maguindanao. Aware of the dangers of his political 
aspiration, he sought out help from media people to cover the 
filing of his C0C. 

On November 23, 2009, a 7-vehicle convoy consisting of 
journalists and supporters of Mangudadatu departed from 
Buluan for Shariff Aguak, the capital of Maguindanao, where 
he is required to file his C0C. Fearing his security, Esmael asked 
his wife, Genalyn, accompanied by relatives, to file the C0C for 
him. Denied police escort, the convoy was secured only by the fact 
that the media presence may deter possible attacks, and a Koranic 
prescription to spare women. 

However, these were not enough to protect them. The convoy 
was allegedly stopped by some 100 men, and was later abducted, 
then killed at a nearby hill before they were able to reach their 
destination. In total, there were 58 people killed in the incident. 
Family, supporters, media men and journalists suffered gruesome 
ends; some were mutilated, women raped, faces beaten or shot to 
the point of non-recognition. 

Violence Against the Press 

Of the 58 victims killed in the massacre, 32 were journalists. The 
Philippines, as a country, is one of the most free in information, 
and one of the most free for journalists. Ironically though, it also 
has one of the largest number of crimes against journalists in 
South East Asia. 

Throughout the years, journalists have suffered losses of people 
who were passionate to express the truth to the public. Most of 
these crimes have remained unsolved, as those accused have 
rarely been convicted. According to the Community to Protect 
Journalists (CPJ), an independent, nonprofit organization 
which promotes press freedom worldwide, most crimes against 
journalists that remain unpunished lead to vast censorship in the 
rest of the press corps. They found that they tend to either avoid 
sensitive topics, leave the profession, or flee their homeland to 
avoid violent retribution. They also found that despite suspects 
publicly identified in most unsolved cases, authorities have failed 
to convict them. In countries with weak law enforcement, it was 
found that political reporting was the most prone to danger. 

Over the past decade, Iraq had the worst rating against impunity. 
Of 92 journalist murders recorded from 2001, none have been 
solved. One case in 2010 that the government acted on was due 
to pressure from the international community, but still found no 
resolution. 

In the Philippines, the Maguindanao massacre claimed the 
life of the most journalists, but crimes against the press did not 
start and end there. The assassination of journalists has been a 
rampant problem in the country even after the 1986 revolution. 
Local politicians and loyalists have mostly been the suspects as 


the crimes may have been a response to their criticism of the said 
politicians. 

The Aquino administration, with its hard stance against 
corruption, is faced with the challenge of abolishing private 
armies so that these events may not happen in the future. With 
an abundance of unsolved cases of extrajudicial killings, the 
president has vowed justice to the victims of the massacre, but 
stressed the need to follow the due process of law. However, he has 
been vocal about his disappointment that the proceedings are 
slow moving, and he has personally requested for live coverage 
of the hearings so that the public may know how the proceedings 
are moving. 

THE CASE TODAY 

Mired by bribery and threats to witnesses, as well as corruption 
and incompetence on the part of investigators, the Maguindanao 
trial has been slow moving, and has yielded no convictions 
thus far. Court proceedings have faced delay due to supposed 
inconsistencies by the translators, as well as the lack of willing 
translators. 

Families of the victims and some of the accused are appealing 
for a speedy trial. If the Ampatuans can afford having their assets 
frozen for an extended period of time, the families of their men, 
some even claim innocence of the crime, are now suffering 
because of their loss of income. 

THE MEDIA AS THE PUBLIC WATCHDOG 

The brutal murder of the journalists was a blatant act to keep the 
event from going public. If a trial as big as this remains unsolved, 
the future may see journalists become cautious of presenting facts 
especially if it involves personalities from known political clans. 

For a country so polluted by corruption, the media stands as 
the watchdog of common citizens. It is through them that we are 
informed of shortcomings or successes of public figures, and it is 
through them that these same public figures are pressed to act 
against criticisms on their inadequacy. Through them, we were 
able to push the limits of freedom to overthrow a dictator, and 
then again to oust a leader who had abused his power. In both 
cases, our hearts were moved by the media’s actions; showing us 
how the snap elections was rigged in 1986, and then how elected 
leaders attempted to withhold truth from the public in 2001. 

While some may argue that there are times when media 
oversteps their boundaries, killing is never a rational solution. 
The media’s courage and passion for upholding the truth are our 
greatest weapons against the evils of society. 

The resolution of the Maguindanao massacre may send a strong 
message to all; that the justice system works to persecute those 
who have done wrong, and the facts that the journalists have died 
for are not laid to waste. Let us hope that justice be served, and 
that fire for upholding the truth would not waver in the hearts of 
our journalists and media.

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PLAYBOY INTERVIEW: JUSTIN TIMBERLAKE 

A candid conversation with the actor-singer about his new life as a movie star, 
growing up famous, making people laugh and, oh yes, those amazing girlfriends 


Argue all you want, but the case can be made that next to, say, George Clooney (and, 
okay, Keith Richards), Justin Timberlake is the coolest dude on the planet. The handprints 
on his bedroom wall alone could seal the deal; he has opened his man cave to Britney 
Spears, Fergie, Alyssa Milano, Cameron Diaz, Jessica Biel and, if the rumor mill serves, 
Scarlett Johansson and Olivia Wilde 

Timberlake does okay in other departments, too. As a singer, he has earned six 
Grammy Awards and sold more than 17 million albums as a solo artist and more than 
60 million worldwide from his days with N Sync. He is a popular guest host on Saturday 
Night Live (his “Dick in a Box” video with SNL’sAndy Samberg landed an Emmy and 
more than 100 million views online) and a favorite on Late Night With Jimmy Fallon. 
Timberlake is a tequila drinker and weed enthusiast and has a six handicap in golf He 
drives fast cars, runs a successful clothing company and, frankly, looks better than you 
probably ever will. He can dance, too. 

Then there’s the exploding movie career. In last year’s The Social Network Timberlake 
embodies the Jittery distractedness ofFacebook nation as Napster co-creator Sean Parker. 
He has two big film comedies this summer —Bad Teacher, opposite Diaz, which opened in 


June, and the sex romp Friends With Benefits, opposite Mila Kunis, a few weeks later. This 
fall he’ll appear in the sci-fi thriller Now, a movie about switching off the aging gene. 

Not that Timberlake himself could have packed much more into his 30 years. Growing 
up in suburban Millington, Tennessee, Just outside Memphis, he sang in the Baptist 
church where his father, Randall, was choir director. His parents divorced when he was 
three, but his mom, Lynn Harless, helped choreograph a career that took Timberlake 
from Star Search to The Mickey Mouse Club to the boy band ’N Sync (Harless named 
the band using the last letter of each band member’s first name). Later Timberlake 
reinvented himself as a grown-up solo artist with such soulful pop albums as Justified 
and FutureSex/LoveSounds. 

Contributing Editor David Hochman sat down with Timberlake at the Chateau 
Marmont hotel in Hollywood and saw him again backstage at a TV talk show. “What’s 
cool about Justin is he’s famous Justfor being Justin Timberlake, ” says Hochman, who 
recently interviewed Helen Thomas for PLAYBOY. “He does many, many things and does 
them all well. When you meet him, you know how it must have felt to meet the young 
Elvis or Sinatra. ”

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PLAYBOY: Let’s start with sex. Your new 
movie, Friends With Benefits , has lots of it. 
What was it like letting it all hang out? 
TIMBERLAKE: I’d be lying if I said it 
wasn’t completely awkward. I couldn’t 
tell you the number of people in the crew 
watching me and my bare ass, but it was a 
lot. The producers and I agreed we would 
shoot a big chunk of the movie before we 
got down to the sex scenes, which was a 
good idea. That allowed Mila and me time 
to get comfortable. It wasn’t that I didn’t 
want to go all out for this. In fact, when they 
first gave me the script, this was a PG-13 


movie. I didn’t think it was funny enough. 

I said I didn’t know how you could have a 
movie called Friends With Benefits without 
embracing the “benefits” part. 

PLAYBOY: You and Mila certainly look 
as though you’re enjoying each other’s 
company. 

TIMBERLAKE: You have to, and we did. 
We just wanted it to be funny, but we wanted 
it to look real, too. Most of the sex scenes are 
actually played for laughs, and she’s such 
a gifted comedian. There’s a whole scene in 
which I have to pee during sex, and it gets 
into how tough that is and how women just 
don’t understand the completely different 
parts men have. That was a lot of fun to 
shoot, but a lot of the time it was just me 
making a fool of myself. You can’t be shy 
with comedy even when you’re standing 
there naked. 

PLAYBOY: Was there a penis sock involved? 
TIMBERLAKE: You wear the proper 
ornaments, yeah. But I’m used to it. I shot a 
pretty explicit sex scene with Christina Ricci 
in Black Snake Moan. It’s totally weird, but 
you just jump in and do these things. You 
rock out. 

PLAYBOY: The big question Friends With 
Benefits raises is whether men and women 
can have sex without getting emotionally 
involved. Is that possible? 

TIMBERLAKE: God, I’m the worst person 
to ask about that. I don’t know. I don’t think 
I’ve ever had that type of relationship. I get 
hooked on every level when I get close to 
someone. If you build enough chemistry 
to want to be intimate like that, someone’s 
going to catch feelings, and usually it 
happens quickly. 

PLAYBOY: Your other big summer movie, 
Bad Teacher , co-stars your ex-girlfriend 
Cameron Diaz. What were the feelings there? 
TIMBERLAKE: It sounds complicated to 


everybody else, but it wasn’t to us. Honestly, 
the only thing I was worried about before I 
said yes to that movie was being asked that 
question. I knew at some point we’d have to 
promote the film and people would say, “Oh 
my God, that’s so weird that you two dated 
for four years.” I don’t know what else to say 
except the truth, which is that we’re friends. 
We don’t talk to each other all the time, but 
we respect each other, and on some level 
we’ll always love each other—but in our 
new capacity as friends. I think the world 
of her. We did have one very funny scene in 
Bad Teacher. If you haven’t seen it, I won’t 


say too much about it. I’ll go out on a limb 
and say it is the most unique dry humping 
you’ll ever see in a film. 

PLAYBOY: If you do a quick Google search 
on the women in your life, you come upon 
a litany of grand theories. A fling with 
Johansson was supposedly the reason you 
broke up with Cameron Diaz. Mila Kunis 
was supposedly the reason you broke up with 
Jessica Biel. Others insist it was Olivia Wilde. 
Care to set the record straight? 
TIMBERLAKE: None of it’s true, so I 
shouldn’t even dignify it with an answer. 

The thing is, I’m not going to sacrifice my 
friendships with people who are my co-stars 
I meet in the business. I’m not going to 
avoid spending time with people because 
someone who doesn’t know me makes 
assumptions about what’s going on. That’s 
bullshit. I don’t know who sits around 
behind a computer screen making the shit 
up, but at a certain point you just have to 
shut it off. I can’t look at the stuff anymore. 
My life is not on the internet. My life is right 
here, right now. 

PLAYBOY: But it’s no secret you’ve had a 
string of high-profile relationships. Wouldn’t 
it just be easier sometimes to have a 
relationship with, like, the girl from the dry 
cleaners or something? 

TIMBERLAKE: Technically, I guess. But 
you can’t help who you have feelings for. If 
you turn it off because someone is famous, 
then you’re being unfair to yourself. You 
could walk down each of those roads and 
find pros and cons. The girl from the dry 
cleaners is not going to understand how I 
feel about the work schedule and pressures I 
have. You probably gravitate toward people 
who understand your scenario. At the end 
of the day you just want someone who gets 
you, who can be a friend. That’s kind of the 
point of Friends With Benefits. As corny as 


it sounds, the “friends” part counts just as 
much as the “benefits” part, if not more. 
PLAYBOY: By the way, how many sit-ups 
does a guy have to do a day to look like you 
do in ihose Friends With Benefits nude 
scenes? 

TIMBERLAKE: I did go on a diet for that 
movie, which mostly came down to not 
drinking as much beer. And you know, beer 
is good, so that was hard. I’m pretty thin 
anyway, but I didn’t want to look like a 
meathead. I was like, I’m about to be 30, 
and I’m going to be naked on camera. If I’m 
going to do this, I’m going to train pretty 
hard. In the end, I just did more cardio, 
and I pumped up the stuff I already do 
throughout the year, such as playing sports. 

I like basketball and golf and snowboarding, 
and I do them pretty fucking intensely. 
PLAYBOY: Do you do anything half-assed? 
TIMBERLAKE: I think people sometimes 
don’t pay enough attention to what they 
do. I’ve done well, but the reason is pretty 
simple: I’ve worked my ass off. Anything 
I’ve done well has taken many, many 
hours of preparation. And then the trick, of 
course, is making that work look invisible. 
The toughest thing a performer can do is 
make it look as if it comes easy. You have 
to devote yourself 100 percent when you’re 
figuring stuff out, whether it’s with sports 
or music—or movies, which has been the 
main focus for me lately. 

PLAYBOY: Do you consider yourself more 
of an actor than a musician at this stage of 
your career? 

TIMBERLAKE: I feel like a rookie in the 
movie business, that’s for sure. Maybe a 
little bit of an outsider, too, since I came to 
it from music. But I think that’s fair. I don’t 
know that I’ve done a huge body of work 
that would warrant my not feeling like that. 
Then again, this past year has certainly 
opened up a new chapter as far as acting, 
and I’m grateful for that. 

PLAYBOY: How much do you think your 
Saturday Night Live appearances helped 
pave the way for your movie career? Your 
hosting gig in May was your fourth, and 
many of your sketches have gone viral. 
TIMBERLAKE: Let me put it this way: 

My favorite thing in the world was to make 
people sing—until I made people laugh. 
Then that became my favorite thing in 
the world. SNL gave me a place to do that, 
and all my experiences there have been 
tremendous. I think it made people notice 
me in a different way. When you have a 
sketch that catches fire or goes viral, people 
go, “Okay, I can see him doing other things 
besides music.” 

PLAYBOY: You made a bunch of not-so- 
great movies earlier in your career. How did 
you go from those straight-to-video duds to 
the caliber of movies you’re making now? 
TIMBERLAKE: Honestly, when you’re 
making a movie, you never say, “Oh, this 


Honestly, when you're makinq a 
movie, you never say, "Oh, this 
one's going to suck and go straight 
to video." You think you're doing the 
best work you can do. 
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one’s going to suck and go straight to 
video.” When you’re in it, you think you’re 
doing the best work you can do. You’re 
surrounded by people who are working 
hard. Everybody’s hopeful. It’s only a year 
later when you realize, Wait, what was that 
exactly? If anything shifted for me, though, 
it was the realization of how important it 
is to work with smart people. That takes a 
lot of the guesswork out. Just being in the 
room with David Fincher and Aaron Sorkin 
for my first reading for The Social Network , 

I knew things would be different—even 
though I felt I had totally botched the 
audition. I botch a lot of auditions. But the 
next thing I knew I was on the set. It was 
surreal. This may sound strange, but I don’t 
have aspirations to be a movie star. I make 
movies because I enjoy the creative process. 
Just to work with people like Fincher and 
Sorkin or to trade lines with great actors 
has been more surreal than anything I’ve 
accomplished in my music career. 
PLAYBOY: That’s saying a lot. You’ve had 
a pretty surreal music career. It’s been five 
years since you recorded an album. Do you 
ever miss making music? 

TIMBERLAKE: You go through these 
spurts when you miss it. In a perfect world 
I’d love to be able to involve myself in music 
and films as they come and go. But I’m 
always writing music, always thinking about 
ideas for songs. 

PLAYBOY: Do you have an album’s worth 
of music hidden away somewhere? 
TIMBERLAKE: No. I don’t have a single 
song ready to go. People keep asking me 
when a new song or album is coming out, 
and I don’t know what to say. Music is not 
my focus right now. It may be someday. It 
could happen next month or next year, but 
right now it’s not where it’s at for me. 
PLAYBOY: Do you ever worry the audience 
may not be there if you wait too long? We 
certainly saw that happen with your old 
friend Christina Aguilera last year. 
TIMBERLAKE: Maybe it’s blissful 
ignorance, but I don’t relate a time frame 
with what I do. If it’s time to make another 
album, it’s time to make another album. 

It may never be time—who knows? You 
should watch the documentary Still Bill. 
PLAYBOY: That’s the Bill Withers 
documentary, right? 

TIMBERLAKE: Yeah, and I’ve never 
watched anything else that made me feel 
someone was speaking not just to me but 
for me. He puts into words exactly how I feel 
about music. People asked Bill Withers all 
the time, “Why did you stop doing music?” 
Which is what I get asked all the time too. 

He said, “I don’t know what to say, because I 
didn’t stop doing music. I just started doing 
something else.” He also quoted Thoreau: 
“The mass of men live lives of quiet 
desperation.” Only Bill added, “I want to 
(continued on page 68) 
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know what it feels like for my desperation 

to get louder.” 

PLAYBOY: What does that mean to you? 
TIMBERLAKE: Well, I relate to that 
because it means you need inspiration, 
you need to hear something loud inside 
yourself before you can create anything. 
Unfortunately, the business of music is what 
taints an artist’s desire to make music. I 
don’t want to paint a picture of being jaded, 
because I love making music. I honestly love 
it. But there is a level where making music 
becomes a total life-sucking commitment. 
For instance, to do an album and a tour, 
you have to be absolutely certain that 
whatever you have to say is from the heart, 
because you’re going to say it a thousand 
times—and on nights when you don’t feel 
like performing. You need to feel inspiration 
to get to a level where you’re performing 
like that. But I haven’t felt that level of 
conviction the past few years. And without 
that conviction it’s crazy to put yourself out 
there. 

PLAYBOY: Is there a scenario in which 
you would ever sing an ’N Sync song again 
in public? 

TIMBERLAKE: I don’t think so. It would 
have to be a really special scenario. I still 
talk to the guys occasionally. I probably talk 
to Joey [Fatone] and Chris [Kirk-patrick] 
more thanJ.C. [Chasez] and Lance [Bass]. 
I’d say I text back and forth with Joey once 
a month. 

PLAYBOY: Off the top of your head, what’s 
the wildest moment you recall from 
’N Sync’s heyday? 

TIMBERLAKE: Man, I could tell you a 
thousand stories. I remember girls running 
after the buses in the hundreds. We’d do an 
open-air festival in Germany and there’d 
be 60,000 people there. We’d finish playing, 
the band would be putting the gear up, 
and we would be trying to do a quick out, 
which is what they call it when you leave the 
stage before the band stops playing. We’d 
get on the bus and there would be 250 to 
400 girls waiting to run after us. I distinctly 
remember Joey Fatone singing the theme 
song from The Goonies while this particular 
pack of girls was running. It was just crazy. 
PLAYBOY: What was it like being 17,18 
and having 400 girls chasing you? 
TIMBERLAKE: I hate to disappoint you, 
but I was the youngest one in the group, 
so the other guys were getting more of that 
action, and they were protective of me. I 
think I was the one who cared about what 
we were doing onstage. My role was, we’d 
come offstage every night and get a DVD of 
the show, just like an athlete watching tape 
from a game. We’d get on the bus, and I’d 
go, “Okay, here’s what we did right; here’s 
what we did wrong,” and we’d fix it for the 
next day. But yeah, the girl stuff definitely 
was a heavy part of it, and it would play 


with your mind. I remember looking down 
once—we were playing Madison Square 
Garden for an HBO special—and this 
girl put her arm out. She had a mural of 
me tattooed along her whole arm. I just 
remember looking at it and thinking, Holy 
shit, that’s never going to come off. 

It was a time: the concerts, the fans, the 
music. Plus, it wasn’t just us. It was that 
whole factory we came out of—us, the 
Backstreet Boys and Britney—we were 
all together. It was bigger than any one 
of us and bigger than any of the groups. 
Everybody was selling a gazillion records at 
the same time. You couldn’t keep what we 
were doing on the shelves. It was bigger than 
bubblegum. Sometimes I think back on the 
time we did five nights at Giants Stadium. 
That was the moment I just looked around 
and thought, There’s nowhere for this to 
go but down. It’s never going to get bigger 
than this. 

PLAYBOY: What’s the secret to 
commanding a very large crowd? 
TIMBERLAKE: It’s not about 
commanding them. It’s about bringing 
them toward you. It’s your job to make 
everyone in the audience feel as though he 
or she is in your living room. When I’m 
onstage it’s my mission to make people 
feel comfortable, not feel in awe. I want 
them to feel as though they’re singing and 
performing with me. Even if I’m on a stage, 
the audience should feel as if they’re on the 
same level with me. 

PLAYBOY: Your first two solo albums 
sold more than 8 million copies each and 
basically made you the biggest pop sensation 
on Earth. What was driving you? 
TIMBERLAKE: The first half of my 20s 
I felt I had to achieve, achieve, achieve. I 
think a lot of men do this. I’m not saying 
just because I turned 301 don’t battle with 
this. I still battle with it. But in my 20s I 
had to do everything. I needed everybody 
to understand me and respect what I was 
doing. I remember putting out my second 
album [2006’s FutureSex/LoveSounds ]. 
When I put out the first song, “SexyBack,” 
radio thought I was a joke. I couldn’t let 
that go, so I started calling radio program 
directors. I’m pretty tenacious like that. 

I was like, “This is my record. Give it a 
chance.” There wasn’t any of my signature 
falsetto or anything. I’d say, “I know it 
doesn’t sound like me, but just please give 
the record a two-week period or even a one- 
week period. Just let the music get out there. 
If the callback is good, keep playing it.” I 
was that relentless. 

During the second half of my 20s I started 
to ask myself, What am I doing? What have 
I built, and how do I continue that for the 
next 10 years? For some reason, in the past 
year I’ve done so much work I feel as though 
it’s backfired. I’m looking around now and 
I’m like, Where am I running? I’ve been 


running so hard for so long. I’ve seen the 
inside of more arenas than your average 
basketball player. Like I said, I’ve had that 
experience on tour sometimes when I think, 

I don’t feel like going onstage. I have no 
energy right now. I’m sick, I barely have 
a voice. But you do it anyway. You feel 
obligated to go out because all those -people 
showed up. You end up performing. But at 
some point in my life I wish I had learned 
to say no. From the beginning of my career, 

I was a guy who said yes all the time to 
everything. 

PLAYBOY: What were you like as a kid? 
TIMBERLAKE: I grew up in a small town, 
and because I started working when I was 
10,1 was kind of looked at as more of an 
oddity. I would sing at the talent shows at 
schools and go around town doing different 
things, but it was more like, “That kid’s a 
freak.” You hear a lot of stories about child 
prodigies, child actors or people whose 
parents pushed them really hard. But I was 
the one begging for the stage. That made me 
kind of stand out in good ways and in weird 
ways. Not a lot of 10-year-old Caucasian kids 
were running around Millington, Tennessee, 
singing Stevie Wonder and Al Green songs, 
which were the songs I felt most connected 
to. 

PLAYBOY: It’s interesting. If you listen to 
your voice when you sing and when you 
speak, you sometimes sound black. You’ve 
got so much soul the NAACP nominated you 
for an Image Award this year for The Social 
Network . Do you ever feel as though there’s 
a black guy trapped inside you waiting to 
come out? 

TIMBERLAKE: Dude, I’m not touching 
that shit with a 10-foot pole! All I can 
tell you is I grew up in the South, where 


everything’s just a little bit thicker. The 
accents are thicker, the air’s thicker. 
PLAYBOY: But clearly you have an affinity 
for black music and black culture. How else 
to explain the pitch-perfect “History of Rap” 
routine you did with Jimmy Fallon last year? 
TIMBERLAKE: That’s the music of our 
generation, man. We were impersonating 
those rappers. We weren’t trying to be 
black. Listen, you’re touching on a deep 
issue for me. It’s bringing up stuff from my 
childhood. I grew up near the town where 
Martin Luther King was assassinated. It 
has always been a very segregated place. 
When I was a kid people would ask me 
what I hated most, and I would always say 


racism. It always comes up, and it always 
came up regarding my style of performing. 

I wasn’t cool with the white kids because 
they thought I wanted to be black. And I 
wasn’t cool with the black kids because 
they thought I wanted to be black. So I 
was looked at as a traitor and an intruder 
or an imposter. I had to find solace in just 
being me. 

PLAYBOY: As 11-year-old “Justin Randall,” 
you rocked Star Search with a twangy 
country number. Did you cry when you lost? 
TIMBERLAKE: No. It was just a TV show. 

I got there and they said, “This is the song 
you’re singing and this is the outfit you’re 
wearing.” I knew what the score was. I’m 
sur e American Idol is the same way. 
PLAYBOY: How do you think you would 
have done on Idol? 

TIMBERLAKE: Probably not very well. 

I grew up with a voice that was different. 

It seems the point of American Idol is 
to find singers who fit America’s mold of 
what a talented person should be. That 
bothers me. I don’t know whose place it is 
to tell somebody he or she is good or not. 
Everybody is just different. It shouldn’t be 
a contest. 

PLAYBOY: What was in the water on the 
set of The All New Mickey Mouse Club that 
turned so many of those Mouseketeers into 
stars? 

TIMBERLAKE: A really good casting 
director, I’d say. What’s funny is I didn’t 
know at the time that the people around me 
would go on to so many great things. The 
exception was Christina Aguilera. She was 
the prodigy. She could sing better than the 
adults who had huge deals at the time. We 
always felt she was going to become Whitney 
Houston or Mariah Carey or whoever she 


wanted to be. And also Ryan Gosling. I 
thought he had charisma that was just 
beaming, which has turned out to serve 
him really well as an actor. Even now I still 
root for that family of actors. I still love to 
see people from those days making good on 
their talent. It’s a special connection. 
PLAYBOY: Any moments of debauchery 
from those Disney days you can share? 
TIMBERLAKE: It was silly stuff mostly. We 
weren’t into anything too dangerous. Ryan 
and I were partners in crime on that show, 
and I remember one time we skipped school, 
took a golf cart and rode to the Honey, I 
Shrunk the Kids set. We got milk shakes. 
Those are the kinds of badasses we were. 


I can't picture my life five years 
down tne line, let alone 20 or 50. I'd 
like to be able to ski down a hill or 
snowboard when I'm 65. i'd like to be 
more patient by then. 
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PLAYBOY: You’ve talked openly about 
using drugs, smoking marijuana. Are you 
still a pot smoker? 

TIMBERLAKE: Absolutely 
PLAYBOY: Is it a creativity booster? I read 
you were stoned for much of the time you 
made Justified. 

TIMBERLAKE: The only thing pot does for 
me is it gets me to stop thinking. Sometimes 
I have a brain that needs to be turned off. 
Some people are just better high. 

PLAYBOY: You put MTV’s Punk’d on the 
map. In the first episode Ashton Kutcher’s 
team pretended to be government agents 
seizing all your property, including your dog, 
because of unpaid income taxes. You nearly 
cried and ended up calling your mom. Is it 
true you were stoned at the time? 
TIMBERLAKE: Yeah. I actually stopped 
smoking pot for nine to 10 months after 
that. I was so stoned. If you ask my friends, 
if they’re honest they would probably say 
that’s the only way to get me as dizzy as I 
was. What you didn’t see from the episode, 
because it was a 45-minute affair cut down 
to 10 minutes, was me showing up and 
being like, “What the fuck are you people 
doing on my property? Get the fuck off 
my property! Get the fuck out of here!” 

Then they started rattling off my parents’ 
address, and I was like, “Holy shit. Hold on a 
second.” I mean, everybody was got good on 
that show—me probably the best. 
PLAYBOY: One of the standout moments of 
that episode was when you called your mom 
practically in tears. You’ve said before that 
you two are best friends and that you “grew 
up together.” A shrink would have a field day 
with those comments. 

TIMBERLAKE: Sure, I can see how that 
could raise some eyebrows. I mean, it’s not 
meant to be taken literally. I don’t think we 
grew up together, but we’re still close. I just 
turned 30, and I think you get to a point 
where you start to separate things. You sit 
there and go, Here are the things about my 
parents that are in my blood and here’s 
what has come from experience. I’m more 
conscious about breaking the chain. My 
mom has a lot of determination, and I think 
I got that from her, which is great. But as I 
said, I think I took it too far and it made me 
miss out on some things. 

PLAYBOY: Like having a childhood? 
TIMBERLAKE: Not the childhood stuff 
so much. 

PLAYBOY: Going to college? 
TIMBERLAKE: It’s more like whatever 
it is you find out about yourself in college. 

I never got the experience of sitting back 
at that age and saying, What do I actually 
want to do right now? Because, again, I 
was already committed—to a band, to an 
album, to a tour, whatever. I’ve thought 
about this a lot recently. Maybe I’m too 
much of an open book for things like 
this, but you’re catching me at a moment 


when this is what I’m learning most. For 
years I was constantly chasing, chasing, 
chasing. Then I thought, well, maybe I’m 
actually running from something rather 
than chasing something. Maybe something 
is chasing me and I’m trying to get away 
from it. Who knows? Whatever it is, I feel 
I’m just getting to a point in my life where 
I’m looking around, going, There’s a lot to 
enjoy if I can just sit still, actually stop and 
take more time. That’s what I’m trying to 
do this year. I did four movies in a row and 
finished the fourth—the movie Now —on 
my birthday. Ever since, I’ve been retreating, 
doing nothing, listening to music, enjoying 
myself, playing golf. 

PLAYBOY: Of course, even your golf game 
has type A written all over it. You could have 
taken lessons at a public driving range, 
but instead you hired Tiger Woods’s former 
coach, Butch Harmon. Any tips to share with 
the weekend golfer? 

TIMBERLAKE: Butch’s whole approach is 
that it’s way better to have a short swing that 
gives an accurate shot than to try to put the 
ball in. He would make me practice hitting 
30 or 50 balls with a six iron just to get used 
to hitting low punch shots. Half swing, swing 
low, don’t even finish the swing. When I 
showed up, I was scooping the ball up with 
great big swings because I thought that’s 
how you get the ball into the air. Using 
shorter swings lets the club do what it was 
made to do. 

PLAYBOY: If you could be guaranteed 100 
percent anonymity for one day, what would 
you do? 

TIMBERLAKE: Oh God, probably just go 
for a walk somewhere. I’d go walk around 
Paris or Rome. Or if I was really anonymous, 
maybe I’d do something outrageous like 
commit arson or rob someone or find all 
those fuckers who wait outside my house 
and go outside their houses and stalk them. 

A day of anonymity would be cool, though. 
Just to go to a store and not be hassled. 
PLAYBOY: How many times a day do 
random strangers ask if you’re bringing 
sexy back? 

TIMBERLAKE: It happens all the time. I 
can tell what’s sticky in my repertoire by the 
comments I get when I walk through the 
streets of New York. For a year or so after that 
song came out, all I got were “SexyBack” 
comments. After “Dick in a Box,” it was 
UPS guys coming up to me with “Dick in 
a Box” jokes. Or people wanting to friend 
me on Facebook after the Facebook movie. 
You can complain about it, but to me it’s 
flattering. It means something I did touched 
people enough for them to respond that way. 
Even if it happens 20 times a day, you have 
to be okay with it. The alternative is nobody 
talking about you, and that’s certainly not 
good. 

PLAYBOY: You’ve also influenced people 
with your fashion choices, including your 


clothing line, William Rast. You wear 
a certain hat or sneaker and suddenly 
everyone’s wearing it. Does that ever feel 
weird? 

TIMBERLAKE: I don’t think about my 
influence on stuff like that too much. I see 
a lot of young guys dressing more like I 
should have been dressing when I was their 
age. Robert Pattinson dresses properly. He’s 
more adept than I was. But I don’t know. I 
don’t think there’s been one specific person 
other than Sinatra who has influenced my 
style. 

PLAYBOY: Any particular fashion regrets? 
TIMBERLAKE: God, I feel I’ve gone to 
therapy just to erase some of them. The 
comrows I wore with ’N Sync. That was 
pretty bad. Britney and I wore matching 
denim outfits [to the 2001 American Music 
Awards]. Yeah, another bad choice. I’d 
probably pay good money to get some of 
those pictures off the internet. 

PLAYBOY: Some people, no matter how 
rich they are, secretly worry all their money 
could be taken away tomorrow. Do you ever 
worry your good fortune may disappear 
one day? 

TIMBERLAKE: Not today. Maybe I will 
tomorrow, but I’m good now. 

PLAYBOY: That must feel pretty solid. 
TIMBERLAKE: It makes me feel as though 
Pm on the right path, definitely. 

PLAYBOY: What do you splurge on? Do you 
shop for private jets on the weekend? 
TIMBERLAKE: I haven’t bought a plane. 
I’m not a splurger, really. I have some cars. 

I have three Audis. I have a Q7, which is just 
an SUV. I have a sedan and an R8, which 
looks supercool, but I never drive it. I used 
to spend money on shoes, but in the past 
three years a lot of my money has gone into 
interior design. I have a place in New York. 

I redid my house in Los Angeles, which was 
not cheap. A lot of money goes into art and 
interior design. My friends saw it when it 
was finally done, and they definitely oohed 
and aahed. 

PLAYBOY: Okay, let’s play a quick round of 
Awkward or Awesome. Ready? 
TIMBERLAKE: Let s do it 
PLAYBOY: The Kardashians. 
TIMBERLAKE: Awkward. 

PLAYBOY: Charlie Sheen. 

TIMBERLAKE: Awesomely awkward. 
PLAYBOY: Jersey Shore. 

TIMBERLAKE: Awkward in an awesome 
way. I’ve never seen the show, but I met them 
backstage at the MTV awards and they were 
this fearsome group, storming around the 
hallway. That looked pretty awesome. 
PLAYBOY: Lady Gaga. 

TIMBERLAKE: Okay, let’s talk about 
Lady Gaga for a minute. She’s a force. 
Beyond awesome. I mean, she’s legitimately 
talented. I’d love to see her come out with 
another record a couple of years from now 
that’s completely different, maybe something 


Tori Amos could do. If I were Lady Gaga, I’d 
do whatever I wanted, which it looks like 
she’s doing. She’s just plain old good. But 
I don’t know what the future holds for her. 
Her sound is so big. She’s got the outfits and 
she shocks you, but you kind of wonder how 
an act that big stays around forever. That’s 
why I’m curious to see her mix it up a little. 

I think she’ll continue to make interesting 
music. 

PLAYBOY: How would your career be 
different if you were starting out now? The 
entertainment industry has gone through so 
many changes. Do you think about that? 
TIMBERLAKE: I don’t think too much 
about how my career would be different, but 
things have definitely changed. Certainly in 
the music business they have. I started when 
people were buying CDs. I watched the whole 
thing transform. I talk about that with my 
friends a lot. It’s such a completely different 
industry now. 

PLAYBOY: If you’re a performer today, you 
don’t need the studios. You can get your 
music or movies or comedy out there on 
YouThbe and make things happen yourself. 
TIMBERLAKE: Well, the hardest part for 
any young performer is to develop what you 
have. So yeah, with a great video, you can 
be seen by a couple of million people on 
YouThbe. But if your iron strikes really hot, 
really fast and you’re not ready for it, then 
you’re basically fucked. From the public’s 
standpoint, it’s great. You get to see all this 
untapped talent. But in away, I think we’re 
still in the car-crash phase of this whole 
sensation. People like to watch weird shit 
on YouThbe. They like to see car crashes. 

It’s the same way with music. Some of the 
stuff that comes up is car-crash music, if 
you know what I mean. There’s not as much 
legitimate talent because a lot of it is driven 
by this need to get stuff out there quickly. 

You gain wisdom about yourself and what 
you feel comfortable putting out only by 
developing slowly. 

PLAYBOY: Justin Bieber seems to have done 
okay for a guy who started off as a musical 
car crash, so to speak. 

TIMBERLAKE: Justin’s great. He’s 
obviously a talented kid. I just hope he has 
a good support system, because I think 
back on myself wearing the cornrows. It’s 
awkward growing up in front of the public. 
Justin’s probably dealing with that on some 
level now. Somebody like Usher mentoring 
him is great because Usher is somebody 
who’s had a lot of ups and not a down that 
I can remember. He’ll teach him that you 
can’t just ride this out. You need to have 
somewhere to go. You need to have a plan, 
and somebody like Justin Bieber should be 
thinking about that right now. Otherwise, 
before you know it, there’s going to be some 
kid who’s younger than you. We just live in 
that age. 

PLAYBOY: The public is not very kind to 
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the aging pop star. Have you seen the 
dance-off video going around the internet 
between Old Britney and New Britney? It 
shows performances from her early days 
intercut with performances now. It’s not 
pretty. 

TIMBERLAKE: The internet is a cruel 
place. What a fucked-up thing to do. 
PLAYBOY: She’s had a pretty rough time 
the past few years. 

TIMBERLAKE: I don’t have too much to 
say about her situation. I can’t remember 
the last conversation I had with her. But 
this thing that happens online bothers 
me—these anonymous commenters. 

People think they can say anything and it 
doesn’t matter to people. I’d love to see the 
people who comment about Britney online 
say those things to her face, because they 
couldn’t. Also, in Britney’s defense, if you 
pulled up a video I did from 2003,1 couldn’t 
do the shit I did then either 
PLAYBOY: But you’ve continued to attempt 
things that you haven’t done before. 
TIMBERLAKE: I owe it to myself to do 
things that inspire me and not do things I 
don’t like. 


PLAYBOY: That’s a pretty simple formula. 
TIMBERLAKE: That’s how you do great 
work. I look at people like Prince, who, to 
me, is the greatest musician who has ever 
lived. He keeps producing, keeps writing, 
keeps making unbelievable music—all 
because he’s true to his passion. 

PLAYBOY: Have you spent time with him? 
TIMBERLAKE: I have, and it was like 
hanging with the Ghost of Christmas Future. 
Everything he says, every note he sings, it’s 
just like, man, that guy is so far ahead of 
the rest of us. One of my best experiences 
onstage was at his house during a party. 
Somebody came up to me and said, “Prince 
would love if you could sing something with 
the band.” I said okay. I was kind of drunk, 
so I was like, “Let’s do the Stones.” Then we 
did “Miss You.” 

PLAYBOY: Hopefully it went better than the 
time you sang “Miss You” with the Stones 
onstage. The video of that 2003 Toronto 
benefit concert made us cringe a little. 
TIMBERLAKE: That was terrible. I mean, 

I got beer cans thrown at me the whole 
fucking day. That was the most humiliated 
I ever felt as a musician. Imagine, you get a 


call from Mick Jagger. “I’d really like you to 
come and do the Stars for SARS benefit.” You 
say, “Of course.” Then you get there and the 
bill is the Stones, AC/DC, the Guess Who. I 
said, “Is there no one else here in my genre? 
This could be bad.” I remember saying to 
my band, “Hey, guys, I don’t know what’s 
going to happen, so just brace yourselves.” 
And it was worse than I expected. My set was 
four songs, 15 minutes, and it was literally 
raining beer cans and glass bottles the whole 
time from 500,000 people who wanted to see 
AC/DC and not my sorry ass. 

PLAYBOY: What music is blowing you 
away these days? 

TIMBERLAKE: I like the album the 
Strokes put out this year. That’s the first 
thing that comes to mind. Trent Reznor 
constantly blows me away. I can’t stop 
listening to [ score. He’s just a genius. 
Anything Jack White does. Every time he 
does something I’ll be there, front and 
center, ready to buy it. I’m not the biggest 
fan of popular music right now. I really 
like The King of Limbs, the Radiohead 
eight-song set. It sounds like Thom Yorke 
has been deejaying more because some of it 
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feels that way. There’s a song on there called 
“Separator” It’s like, put that song on, get 
in the car and stop thinking. Radiohead has 
the ability to make you feel you’re cramped 
up in a closet and then, all of a sudden, 
you burst out into an open wheat field and 
everything turns sepia or something. 
PLAYBOY: What about in movies? Who 
would you like to work with? 
TIMBERLAKE: It would be fun to do 
something with Ryan Gosling because 
we’ve known each other since we were 10. 
Picking movies is more than hiring actors. 
Who’s going to be leading the ship? Who’s 
the director? What is the script saying? What 
story are we telling? 

PLAYBOY: Do you have a dream project in 
the back of your mind? 

TIMBERLAKE: Not really. I know the 
movies I love, and I’d like to make movies 
like them. Ferris Bueller’s Day Off, E. T., 
TheGoonies, Reds, The Music Man. Seeing 
Fight Club changed the way I watch movies. 
It was so much smarter than anything I’d 
ever seen before, which is why working with 
David Fincher was such a bucket-list move. 
Making movies that can touch people the 
way any of those films did would be all I 
could hope for. 

PLAYBOY: Why do some celebrities crack 
and fade and others, like you, just keep on 
keeping on? Have you figured that out? 
TIMBERLAKE: I don’t know, but I can 
speculate if you’d like me to. 

PLAYBOY: Yes, please. 

TIMBERLAKE: I’m not sure it’ll be 
anywhere even close to accurate. I think it’s 
about process. If you care about the process 
of what you’re doing, you can care about the 
actual work. You’ll stick around. The other 
thing is, you always need to be learning 
something new. In whatever I’ve done, 

I’ve always looked at myself as a beginner. 
Hopefully I can continue to do that for the 
next 30 years as I grow into an older man. 
PLAYBOY: What kind of old man do you 
want to be? 

TIMBERLAKE: That’s so hard to say. I 
can’t picture my life five years down the 
line, let alone 20 or 50.1 know I want to be 
physically active. My [step]father always said 
he wanted to live long enough to golf his 
age, and I think that’s a worthy goal. I’d like 
to be able to ski down a hill or snowboard 
when I’m 65. Personally, I’d like to be more 
patient and perhaps learn to sit still by then. 
Mostly I hope I can still connect with people, 
still have new experiences, still make an 
impact on the world.

FOR THE MAJORITY OF ASIAN MEN AND WOMEN - ESPECIALLY 
FILIPINOS - IDEAL SEX MEANS THE HARDER THE BETTER. THIS IS 
ACCORDING TO HARRIS INTERACTIVE ASIA'S "IDEAL SEX" SURVEY WHICH WAS 
DONE IN PARTNERSHIP WITH PFIZER. THE RECENTLY CONDUCTED SURVEY SHOWS 
THAT IN ASIA, ERECTION HARDNESS IS ONE OF THE MORE IMPORTANT ELEMENTS 
IN ACHIEVING SEXUAL SATISFACTION WITH A SEX PARTNER. 


F urthermore, the study indicated that eight 
in ten Filipino men and three-quarters of 
women placed erection hardness (EHS) or 
the ability to maintain an erection as either the 
most or second most important element necessary 
for achieving an “ideal sexual experience.” 

In their survey, 79 percent of men and 80 
percent of women agree that erection hardness 
or the ability to maintain an erection is the most 
ideal element for ideal sex. In the survey, the male 
respondents said EHS Grade 4 erection hardness 
goes hand-in-hand with better health and higher 
feelings of self-worth as opposed to EHS Grade 3 
erections. 

According to the survey, majority of the men 
with EHS Grade 3 erections consider hardness 
to be the top erection improvement area. 

However, the same group indicated they are less 
comfortable in opening up discussions on erectile 
function with their doctors than men with EHS 
Grade 4 erections. 

Moreover, the survey said that two out of every 
three men (36.6 percent) with EHS Grade 3 
erections consider hardness to be the top erection 
improvement area for ideal sex, compared to just 
under half (44.9 percent) of men with EHS Grade 
4 erections 

To make the erection ratings simpler, grade 4 
is likened to a cucumber which means the “penis 
is completely hard and fully rigid.” 

Grade 3 is compared to a banana wherein 
the “penis hard enough for penetration but not 
completely hard.” Grade 2 is compared to a peeled 
banana which states the “penis is hard but not 
hard enough for penetration.” Last and perhaps 
the least is grade 1 wherein the “penis is larger 
but not hard enough.” 

As far as the other less important elements 
of an ideal sexual experience is concerned, 
the survey indicated 22 percent of men and 23 
percent of women agreed that frequency of sexual 
intercourse is the most important element of an 
ideal sexual experience. 

In terms of duration or orgasm intensity, 38 
percent of the men and 31 percent of the women 
think it is the most important aspect for ideal sex. 
When it comes to orgasm intensity, 38 percent of 
the men and 49 percent of the women agreed that 
intensity of the “Big 0” matters most.

3 erections have a higher incidence of chronic health 
problems, such as:

High blood pressure 
Liver disease 
Obesity 
Stroke

Compared with men with EHS Grade 3 erections, 
those with EHS Grade 4 (optimum) erections are 
significantly more likely to have higher feelings of self- 
worth.

W ine has many faces from the biblical to the 

bacchanalian. To many, wine has taken on this role as 
something elite, exclusive, even mysterious. And, for a few, it’s 
something not to be consumed but tucked away in some hidden 
place. We hear of people with wine cellars who pull out rare 
bottles to serve only the most exalted of guests. 

The air of exclusivity surrounding wine, from one angle, can 
be a little strange. More often than not really wine is an everyday 
drink people consume with food. In many parts of Europe, 
wine is actually cheaper than soda or bottled water. There are 
a number of little restaurants whose owners also own little 
vineyards and serve their own wine with their food. They don’t 
even bottle it but pour straight from the barrel into a carafe. 

And yet it cannot be denied that there are wines that are the 
stuff of myth and legend. There is the 1787 Chateau Lafite 
which, 30 years ago sold for $160,000.1945 is considered one of 
the best Bordeaux vintages ever and a bottle of Chateau Mouton- 
Rothschild from that year sold for $114,000 20 years ago. Both 
these bottles are easily triple those prices now and are unlikely to 
be seen in the market for a very long time. 

To buy something similar, one has to scour the high-end 
auction houses like Christie’s. Currently, collector wines like 
a 1952 Haut Brion can be had for under $2,000. These wines 
though, are not meant to be drunk. While it’s true some wines 
do get better with age, 50 years is generally accepted as the 
maximum drinkable period. They’re for the pure collector, to be 


displayed and oohed at and ogled. 

But how about wines for the avid drinker who has no intention 
of buying good wine only to caress it now and then? There are 
many wine shops in Manila that carry a good range of fine 
wines. Santi’s has a number of great European wines - under 
lock and key. Terry’s also offers a good selection as do Sommelier 
Selection and Premium Wine Exchange. 

There are wines that serve the serious drinking collector well. 
They can be stored and displayed when needed, but are at a good 
enough price that one can actually drink it without guilt. So 
one can buy a few of these, show some off, and crack open one 
during those very special moments. 

PWX carries the Philip Togni Vineyard Cabernet Sauvignon 
2006 from Napa Valley, a wine that famous critic Robert Parker 
rated 95+, for P6,550. Another bottle is the Felix Callejo Family 
Reserve 2005 from the Ribera del Duero region in Spain. Rated 
97+ by Robert Parker, this beauty sells for P5,500 and is best 
drunk 10 years from now. Lots of time to grace the shelf and 
cellar. 

Wine collecting though is best suited for the drinker. For one 
to know that a Paolo Scavino Barolo Brie Del Fiasc DOCG 2004 
(available at PWX for P6,550) is worth investing in, it is best to 
have experienced its silkiness on the tongue. For in the end of it, 
wine is meant to be drunk. The collection is a reflection of one’s 
fine taste. To collect it means to have been captivated by all of 
wine’s sensual magic.

Aside from these, there are hybrids (which combine mountain 
bikes and racing bikes), and BMX bikes among others. With all the choices, it's best to assess what suits your needs before you 
invest in a bike. 

It is also necessary to get a bike with the proper size and measurements for your body, as riding something that is too small 
or too large is not only difficult, but is very uncomfortable and can lead to injury. If riding is uncomfortable, check the seat if 
it fits you well and provides cushioning, and choose the right riding clothes to make your riding comfortable. There are lots of 
cycling shorts and jerseys available to suit your style, and even if you are not into wearing tight and showy shorts, there are 
lots of choices available. 

You can ask for assistance from bike shops in finding a suitable bike, and do not be afraid to try them out before purchasing 


anything. Also, don't scrimp on other peripherals such as helmets 
or repair or maintenance kits, as these could save your life and 
lengthen your bike's life. Make sure that the bike you want fits 
your budget and is within your biking level (or what you also 
plan to do with the bike), upgrading parts can come in later 
when you are more experienced or would want to specialize. 

To those who are hesitant to start biking outdoors, maybe due 
to the weather or other reasons, you can opt to go to the gym 
and try out the exercise bikes. Many gyms also offer 
spinning or cycling classes, but for beginners it is advisable to 
start with shorter and regular workouts on exercise bikes before 
engaging into the more advanced and intense classes. But as 
long as biking is done regularly for a significant amount of time 
each day (from 30 minutes to more an hour), anyone can reap 
the benefits biking has to offer.

STATIONARY BIKE 


• ADJUST THE SEAT AND HANDLEBARS SO THAT YOU ARE 

COMFORTABLE ON THE SEAT. MAKE SURE THAT YOU CAN REACH THE PEDALS 
WITHOUT EFFORT (THE BALLS OF YOUR FEET SHOULD BE ON THE PEDALS, 
AND YOUR LEG IS NOT TOO STRETCHED OR TOO BENT) AND YOU ARE NOT 
LEANING TOO FORWARD OR BACKWARD TO REACH THE HANDLES. WARM 
UP FOR 10 MINUTES AT A SPEED AND LEVEL THAT IS COMFORTABLE, BUT 
WHICH ELEVATES YOUR HEARTBEAT. REMEMBER TO KEEP YOUR KNEES HIP 
DISTANCE APART AND RELAX YOUR UPPER BODY WHILE ENGAGING YOUR 
CORE MUSCLES WHILE PEDALING. 


• RAISE THE LEVEL TO EITHER A FASTER SPEED OR TO A 
MORE INCLINED POSITION (THIS IS THE "HILLS" LEVEL IN THE STATIONARY 
BIKE), AND CONTINUE BIKING AT THIS LEVEL FOR 20 TO 30 MINUTES. SOME 
MACHINES OFFER PROGRAMMED WORKOUTS THAT INCORPORATES WARM 
UP, HILL OR INCREASED SPEED SECTIONS, THEN COOL DOWN. REVIEW THE 
WORKOUTS OFFERED FIRST BEFORE TRYING THEM OUT, OR DO YOUR OWN 
IF THEY ARE TOO INTENSE. 

• YOU CAN GO FURTHER THAN 30 MINUTES IF YOU WANT TO 
INCREASE YOUR FITNESS LEVEL, BUT MAKE SURE THAT YOU ARE AT AROUND 
65% OF YOUR MAXIMUM HEART RATE. 

• TO COOL DOWN, GO TO A LOWER LEVEL WITH THE LEAST 
RESISTANCE AND PEDAL UNTIL YOUR HEART NO LONGER RACES AND YOU 
ARE RELAXED. YOU CAN THEN DO ANOTHER SET OR CONCLUDE YOUR 
WORKOUT AFTER THIS. 

IT IS NEVER TOO LATE TO LEARN TO START RIDING A BIKE AND 


EXPERIENCING THE EXHILARATION AND EXCITEMENT OF THE SPORT, SO HOP ON 
YOUR BIKE AND TRY GETTING DIRTY OUTDOORS TO UNLEASH THE ADVENTUR¬ 
OUS SPIRIT IN YOU. AND BEFORE YOU VENTURE OUTSIDE, CHECK YOUR 
BIKE FOR THE FOLLOWING TO GET MAXIMUM PROTECTION FROM UNWANTED 
INCIDENTS: 

• SEE IF YOUR TIRES ARE PROPERLY INFLATED, AND IF THEY ARE 
SECURELY FASTENED SO THAT THEY DON'T COME OUT WHILE RIDING. 

• SQUEEZE YOUR BRAKES TO CHECK IF THEY PROVIDE ENOUGH 
PRESSURE TO EFFECTIVELY STOP YOUR BIKE. CHECK THE CABLES AND THE 
BRAKE PADS AS WELL FOR FRAYING OR OTHER PROBLEMS. 

• CHECK IF THE SEAT AND THE HANDLE BAR STEM ARE IN THE 
RIGHT POSITION AND HEIGHT. 

• LOOK AROUND AT THE OTHER GEARS AND THE CHAIN. MAKE 
SURE THEY ARE IN PLACE, AND IF YOUR BIKE HAS GEARS GO THROUGH THE 
WHOLE RANGE TO CHECK IF THEY ARE WORKING PROPERLY. 

• ALWAYS WEAR YOUR HELMET. 
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1. OBEY TRAFFIC RULES AND REGULATIONS AS IF YOU AREDRIVING A CAR. 

2. ALWAYS STAY ON THE RIGHT SIDE OF THE ROAD, AND STAY IN A SINGLE FILE IF RIDING WITH OTHERS. 

3. KEEP YOUR HANDS ON THE HANDLEBARS AT ALL TIMES. 

4. YIELD TO PEDESTRIANS AND ALWAYS SIGNAL AND LOOK BEFORE TURNING. 

5. WEAR YOUR HELMET, AND MAKE SURE YOU ARE NOTICEABLE WHEN RIDING AT NIGHT (BLINKERS, 
BRIGHT OR REFLECTIVE CLOTHING, ETC.). 

6. WHEN ON THE TRAIL, DO NOT SUDDENLY STOP OR BLOCK THE TRAIL. ALWAYS INFORM OTHER BIKERS

terrain you plan to ride on. In general though, shoes should always be durable 
and comfortable with stiff soles to make pedaling easier.
